Saratoaa, Sept. 21.—While the sting of 
disappointment is yet fresh in the minds of the 
men who yesterday endeavored to nominate 
Gov. Cornell, it is perhaps natural to hear 
them talk gloomily of the prospect of success 
for the Republican ticket in the November 
vlection. That there isa great deal of appre- 
hension felt about the reception of the ticket 
selected by the Administration men cannot be 
concealed. So far as the delegates to the con- 
vention are concerned, they all talk loyally 
enough. ‘‘ We will go home and work for it,” 
said a Lewis County delegate, “and will vote 
for it on election day, but you will have to look 
out for the rank and file; it’s my impression 
they won’t be satisfied with the regular ticket.” 
This is only a sample expression of many 
uttered by the country delegates. When they 
came to the convention they were fresh from 
constituencies that expected no other result 
than the renomination of Goy. Cornell. They 
were prepared to encounter an opposition from 
the Administration, but were not ready to be- 
lieve that bribery and forgery, and other 
means equally corrupt, would be employed to 
make it appear, to the contrary, that the peo- 
ple were anxious to have the candidates 
selected by the President or his friends and 
then forced upon the convention. 

Returning to their homes, they will 
carry back a budget of scandalous 
stories about the purchase of delegates who 
had been picked out beforehand by Adminis- 
tration agents and palmed off as Cornell or 
Wadsworth men to be bought or bribed with 
money or promises; about the desperate trick 
by which, with a forged telegraphic dispatch, 
Commissioner Stephen B. French usurped the 
power to represent Collector William H. Rob- 
ertson in the State Committee; about the con- 
stant presence near ex-Senator Platt’s head- 
quarters of an agent of Jay Gould, who was 
understood to come prepared with money to 


defeat Cornell, and who left here with his am- 
ple gripsack as soon as Folger was nominated ; 
about the way in which B. Platt Carpenter, 
for weeks a friend, if his confidential assu- 
rance were true, of Gov. Cornell, dickered 
with the Administration leaders while he en- 
joyed the confidence of the Cornell men, and 
traded away the Dutchess delegation to secure 
the nomination for Lieutenant-Governor. If 

they do not talk about these things they will 

have forgotten subjects which have been the 
staple of dissussion here to-day. Itis believed 

by many of them that delegates have been 

bought outright. It nas been asserted here 
emphatically that one Genesee delegate was 
so: secured after he had cast his vote several 
times for Wadsworth. The Schuyler delega- 
tion, which had been counted for Cornell, was 
forced into the Folger line by the power ex- 
erted by the Federal Administration, repre- 
sented by Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Eimer. At the head of the delegation 
was L. M. Gano, a Postmaster, and he was 
constrained, through fear of losing his place, 
to desert the cause which his constituents had 
sent him to uphold and to yield to ‘‘ Tom” 
Platt, and to bring his colleagues into the‘ 
Folger camp with him, No one believes the 
action of Stephen B. French in falsely person- 
ating Judge Robertson to be anything but a 
desperate trick, deliberately contrived and 

wickedly accomplished. In the committee 
there was no question at the time the dis- 

atch was offered about its genuineness, 

Strange as the act of Judge Robertson ap- 
peared to be, itis believed to have had the 
effect of sustaining two other members who 
voted against the selection of Mr. Pitts for 
temporary Chairman, and so deprived the 
Cornell men of the power of organizing 
the convention, of the opportunity of re- 
taining several delegates who were aiterward 
unseated, and of the prestige which would have 
carried tie convention surely for Cornell. The 
expianations made by Judge Robertson’s 
friends are accepted as exonerating him from 
the charge of duplicity, which many men had 
hastily and angrily made against him. But 
he is still bitterly blamed for his failure to 
participate in the meetings of the State Com- 
mittee, where he would have had an oppor- 
tunity to show whether he was really in sym- 

athy with the methods of the Administration 
b the fight or faithful to bis recent friends, 
and where an example of firmness migbt have 
saved a cause which appears to have been lost 
through his absence, as the vote cast on the 
selection of a temporary Chairman was the 
turning point in the struggle between the peo- 
ple and the Federal machine. 

There are no symptoms of ill-feeling against 

Secretary Folger as the head of the ticket, but 
the general tone of comment upon the nomina- 
tion is that, made as it was and in the way it 
was, it will not be received with that cordial 
welcome that would have met the nomination 
of Gov. Cornell. Delegates are repeating 
Judge Folger’s own words, spoken solemnly 
in May last, and declare that they do not believe 
that any man can win in this State this Fall 
as the candidate of the Administration. The 
nomination of B. Platt Carpenter for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor inspires no confi€ence among 
the Cornell men, and some of them characterize 
jt as dead weight. Mr. Carpenter’s delivery of 
the Dutchess delegates as the price of hisslating 
by the Federal managers excites undisguised 
nostility, and there is cause for apprehension 
jest that hostility may be found active at the 
polls. The Cornell men might have been con- 
tent with a candidate from the Administration 
ranks if he bad not been conspicuous in this 
rontest, but it is only human nature to find 
that they resent the proposition that they shall 
take off their coats to work for a man by' 
whom they believe they were betrayed, and 
who has been so suddenly rewarded by the 
faction to whom he contributed such effective 
support. 
for Chief-Justice of the Court of Appeals 
there is no criticism, The only nomina- 
tion made that was not on the slate 
is that of Mr. A. Barton Hepburn for 
Congressman at Large. Mr. Hepburn did not 
seek it. When the Administration men at- 
tempted to procure the votes of St. Lawrence 
by the assurance that Major Daniels, of Og- 
densburg, should be restored to the Collector- 
ship of Oswegatchie in December if the dis-. 
trict could be made solid for Folger, Mr. Hep- 
burn was one of the most prompt and emphat- 
Ic members of the deiegation in repelling the 
offer. Throughout the contest he stood side 
by side with Attorney-General Russell, voting 
against all the propositions of the Adminis- 
tration men. In receiving the nomination, he 
does not change opinion of the methods of the 
Administration in this State. To take him for 
a “Stalwart” would be a great mistake, and 
he does not conceal his desire to prevent any- 
body’s misunderstanding him in that respect. 
His nomination cannot fail to be helpful to the 
ticket, and it would not be surprising if the 
vote for him should show he is quite as popu- 
lar as any of the candidates, and the people 
will show their confidence in him by making 
the tail of the ticket wag the dog.

The 
delegates straggled slowly into the convention, 


and there were many empty seats on the floor.

A Lieutenant-Governor, a Chief-Justice of 
the Court of Appeals, and a Congressman at 
Large were to be nominated to complete the 
ticket headed by Judge Charles J. Folger, and 
the platform on which these candidates were 
to stand was to be adopted. Attorney-General 
Leslie W. Russell, of St. Lawrence, in a short 
speech in which he paid a high tribute to the 
character and qualifications of Judge Charles 


Audrews, moved to make the nomination of 
that {gentleman for the Chief-Justiceship by 
acclamation. Judge’ Andrews is now Chief- 
Justice by virtue of an appointment to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation of Judge 
Folger. The motion was adopted unanimously. 

The nomination of a Lieutenant-Governor 
was next brought up by Attorney-General 
Russell, whose motion on the subject prohibited 
any formal speech-making. Ex-Assemblyman 
Edward Mitchell, of the Twenty-first New- 
York, endeavored to nominate Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., in a fitting speech, in which he was about 
to claim that such a name would rally the 
younger members of the party. The Chair- 
man was indisposed and very averse to hear- 
ing speeches of any kind. He declared Mr. 
Mitchell out of order. But that gentleman in- 
sisted that he had a right to speak to Mr, 
Russell’s motion. The sense of the convention 
in regard to speeches or any further nomina- 
tions was taken and found to be opposed to 
occupying any more time than was abso- 
lutely necessary to complete the day’s 
business, Without further delay tke 
roll of counties was_ called. Albany 
led off with the name of B. Platt Carpenter, 
Chairman of the old State Committee. There 
were angry scowls on the faces of many of the 
delegates as they looked around the hall to get 
aglimpse of the man. But the agile son of 
Dutchess was nowhere to be seen, nor did he 
appear in the convention during the session, 
It was evident the Administration men were 
now about to carry out their part of the deal 
with the Dutchess half-breed in return for the 
service he had rendered them in the State Com- 
mittee. The spectacle of a half-breed being 
supported by the Administration snd opposed 
by the very class of political friends with whom 
he had been so prominently identified was a 
curious one. On the other hand, many of the 
half-breeds were disposed to support any Ad- 
ministration candidate rather than a rene- 
gade, as they freely expressed it, and 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., became a favorite with 
them from thestart. Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins was 
a good third in the race, and, in fact, chal- 
lenged the sad-eyed Fish for second place. The 
first ballet was void of a decisive result. There 
were 492 votes cast, which were distributed 
among half a dozen candidates as follows: 
Carpenter, 210; Fish, 113; Hoskins, 112; Corp. 
James Tanner, of Brooklyn, 33; Mayor Par- 
sons, of Rochester, 23; Sherman 8. Rogers, 
of Buffalo, 1. Mr. Carpenter lacked 37 votes 
to give him the coveted pieces of silver. 

Up to this time the Administration leaders 
on the floor had paid no attention whatever to 
their friend’s chances, John F. Smyth was 
dreamily absorbed in a contemplation of noth- 
ing in particular, and he gaped frequently. 
Gen. Sharpe was industriously peering over 
the columns of ths New-York papers to see if 
his name had crowded into print, and to 
search for kindly allusions, which correspond- 
ents, by the way, do not often nowadays make 
in regard to him. Police Commissioner French 
was invisible, overcome with indignation, it 
was said, at Judge Robertson’s explicit lan- 
guage in regard to his usurpation of the office 
of State Committeeman from the Westches- 
ter district. The result of the ballot startled 
the Administration men, and they began to 
run about and canvass for votes for Carpen- 
ter. One county after another broke away 
from the various candidates and _ con- 
centrated upon Mr. Fish. Delaware was 
one of the first to lead off by 
throwing her five votes from Hoskins to 
Fish. Districts and whole counties followed 
suit, and it seemed as if a tide was setting in 
which would sweep Carpenter into oblivion 
and place the Putnam gentleman in second 
place on the ticket. The good Deacon Rich- 
ardson, of Brooklyn, shouted, ‘‘Cbhange my 
vote from Hoskins to Carpenter;” *‘ And 
mine from Hoskins to Fish,” said Mr. Daggett, 
throwing a triumphant look at his silvery- 
headed friend. Men who boasted of being 
halt-breeds labored and yelled for Fish in a 
manner that indicated a fierce determination 
to scarify Mr. Carpenter. The Administra- 
tion men, however, whipped delegates enough 
into line to save him. The second ballot. 
made Mr. Carpenter the nominee of the Sar- 
atoga Convention for Lieutenant-Governor, 
and, on motion of Senator Miller, seconded by 
Mr. Fish, the nomination was made unani- 
mous. Mr. Carpenter received 280 of the 404 
votes cast, Mr. Fish 204, and Mr. Hoskins 10, 

A hitch occurred in getting to work on the 
nomination of Congressman at Large. Mr. G. 
M. Gleason, of St. Lawrence, desired to present 
the name of a soldier, whom everybody recog- 
nized as Gen. N. M. Curtis. Attorney-General 
Russell excitedly declared that the act cf his 
associate was done simply for the purpose of 
heading off another candidate, who was the 
real choice of the St. Lawrence delegation. 
Mr. Gleason denied it, and the previous 


question being ordered, cut off debate 
which could only have been regretted 
after the convention was over. The 


Administration men looked kindly upon the. 


roposition to make Bank Superintendent A. 
B. Reobuth, of St. Lawrence, the candidate, 
‘and concentrated their strength upon him. 
The Hon. George 8. Batchelier, of Saratoga, 
and Lorin Palmer, of Brooklyn, were the two 
other candidates, precy ny men votes were 
given to the latter by the Brooklyn delegates 
and some from New-York, but before the re- 
sult was announced these were transferred, 
principally to Mr. Hepburn, who was finally 
nominated. The votes stood 309 for Hepburn, 


156 for Batcheller, 7 for Palmer, and 1 for 


Gen, Stewart L. Woodford. As in the case of 
allthe other candidates, the nomination was 
made unanimous. 

The presentation of the platform was the clos- 
ing act of the convention. Col. George Bliss, 
in his sharp, penetrating voice, read it off to 
the convention. The plank condemning mo- 
nopolies as wrong in principle, and declaring 
that they should not be tolerated, was heartily 
applauded. This plank was the result of the 
appeal of the Anti-monopoly League to the 
Republican Paity to put in nomination men 
who would protect the people as well as cor- 
porate interests. The reference to Gov. Cor- 
nell’s Administration as being one of the most 
economical and efficient, was heartily ap- 

lauded, and so was the course of Mr. Arthur 
n vetoing the Rrver and Harbor bill. The 
platform is as follows: 

Resolved, I. ‘rhat the Republican Party of New- 
York has no new doctrine to present upon the 
questiens which have heretofore occupied much of 
public attention, such ay honest money, pure elec- 

ions, the regulation of the traffic in intoxicating 

iquors, the protection of home industry, and the 
necessity of restricting the power and influence of 
corporations. Itis content to be judged by its past 
declarations and avts. 

I. That equitable taxation, reaching corpora- 
tions as well as persons, is approved asa correct 
system which should be perfected; that the practi- 
cal results of recent legislation upon the subject 
fully justify the action of the Republican Party in 
its adontion.

.. ILL That monopolies onpressine the peonle or_ 
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unfairly Spree toon | against local interests are 
wrong in principle aud should not be tolerated. 

IV. That stringent legislation should be enacted 
to secure the purity and honesty of primary eleo- 
tions, and that al! possible safeguards should be 
thrown about these sources of the political action 
of the people. 

V."That the practice of appealing to the Le- 
gislature to overrule the action of the local author- 
ities when confining themselves within the powers 
conferred upon them should be discouraged both 
by legislation and the Governor, and should be re- 
sorted to only in extreme cases. 

VI. That changes in the fundamental law should 
not ordinarily be the subject of party action, but 
they should, when proposed, always be carefully 
scrutinized by the people, who should signify their 
wishes with reference to them us generaily as they 
do in their selection of their representatives. We 
therefore urge the people of the State, without 
reference to party, to examine with intelligent care 
the constitutional amendments submitted to them, 
and to give full expression at the polls to their 
judgment and wishes thereon. 

VII. That while there are varying opinions on 
the sale of liquors, we subscribe to the principle 
that propositions on that subject, like all other 
propositions for change in the fundamental law, 
ought to be submitted to the popular vote. 

VIII. That the conduct of the Democracy in 
this State during this year anew and emphatically 
attests their signal unworthiness of public confi- 
dence, They signalized their return to power fn 
the Legislature by wantonly sacrificing the public 
interest upon the altar of greedy and reckless par- 
tisanship. A party which could devote nearly two 
months toa quarrel of its factions for spoils, but 
could give no time to the equalization ot taxation 
and to other questions vitally affecting the welfare 
of our people, insults the intelligence of the elec- 
tors of New-York when it asks them to approve its 
flagrant abuse of Legislative powers by handing 
over to it the executive branch of the State Gov- 
ernment. 

IX. That the financial achievements of the Re- 
publican Administration are next in importance to 
its work of the preservation of the Nation itself, 
as they are attended by the rapid liquidation of 
a great public debt, incurred to meet the national 
emergency, and by the reduction of the rate of in- 
terest to its present low figures; and that itis the 
policy of the party to bring taxation within the 
lowest practical limits, and by the strictest system 
of economy reduce the governmental expenses 
and the number of those employed in the collec- 
tion of the revenue, thus relieving the people of all 
unnecessary burdens. 

X. That the civil service should be placed upon 
a proper basis by adequate legislation, so as to give 
facilities for the execution of the law now upon 
the statute book, with competitive tests for ad- 
mission to the service so arranged as to secure the 
necessary guailifications for the positions sought, 
together with a fixed term for incumbents, removal 
from office during the term of appointment to be 
only for cause, 

XI. That the recent law of Congress designed to 
suppress polygamy, which offends the moral sense 
of mankind ana prevents the administering of 
justice through the usual instramentalities of law, 
upproves itself to the people, aud that it should be 
sunplemented by such laws as may be necessary to 
attain the object in view. 

XII. That the economy and efficiency of the 
present Republican State Administration entitles 
its members to the highest praise. Gov. Cornell's 
fearless and firm exercise of the veto power, while 
it has naturally brought down upon him hostile 
criticism, has shown his determination to protect 
the interesta of the State and the people alike 
against individuals and corporations. 

XIiI. That we tender to President Chester A. 
Arthur our assuranee of confidence in his adminis- 
tration, and our approval Of the wise and patriotic 
course pursued by him under the embarrassing cir- 
cumstances of his accession to office. His courage 
in resisting the enactment of a River and Harbor 
bil, which violated the accepted rules of constitu- 
tional power, and which, while authorizing many 
needed public improvements, carried with it a 
large and wasteful appropriation for works of 
neither national nor public good, bas secured for 
him the admiration even of his enemies. 

XIV. That a hearty support be pledged to the 
nominees of this convention, whose records in 
public life, distinguished abilities, and special fit- 
ness commend them to the people's approval at 
the ballot-box. 


The convention adjourned with three cheers 
for the ticket.

MK. FRENCH’S AUTHORITY. 
So great was the astonishment and indig- 


nation among anti-Administration delegates 
over the Robertson-French affair that Gen, 
Husted telegraphed the Judge yesterday to 
ascertain what it meant; if Police Commis- 
sioner French had really received authority 
from Collector Robertson to act as his proxy 
on the State Committee then the Collector’s 
friends had been basely betrayed by him; if, 
on the other hand, there was any trick about 
the matter they believed it merited the atten- 
tion of the State Convention. The answer to 
Gen. Husted’s telegram was sent to the United 
about 5:50 o’clock yesterday 
{t reached Gen. Husted, who was 
at the Grand Union, this morning. It read as 
follows:

Wuitz Piaines, N. Y., Sept. 20. 
To James W. Huated: 

Stephen B. French has no authority and never 
had to represent mein State Committee. His un- 
authorized act was an Insult to Westchester dele- 
gates anda fraud on me. lit is machine tactics 
over again. W. H. ROBERTSON. 

This telegram was shown around very gen- 
erally by Gen. Husted, who was authorized to 
publish it by Mr. Robertson. it served to 


initigate the feeling toward the Collector by 
relieving him of the suspicion of treachery. 
Police Commissioner French was indignant 
when he saw, in to-day’s Times, that Mr. Rob- 
ertson repudiated the whole transaction and 
denounced it as fraud. He said: ‘1 certainly 
sent a telegram to him urging him to come to 
Saratoga, and received a reply authorizing 
me to act as his proxy.’’ At his request the 


telegraph authorities here permitted Mr. 
French’s telegram to be inspected. It read as 
follows: 
Sept. 19. 
The het William H. Robertsan, Custom-house, New- 
ork; 


It is of utmost importance that you come here on 
3:80 train. State Committee meets to-night. An- 
swer you will come. COMMISSIONER ——. 

The telegram which Mr. French asserts he 
received in reply reads as follows: 

New-York, Sept. 19. 
To vod Hon. S. B. French, Grand Union Hote, Sara- 
oga : 

Pease act as my proxy at meeting of State Com- 
Mittee, and oblige, W. H. ROBERTSON. 

The telegram is now in possession of Secre- 
tary Vrooman, of the State Committee, to 
whom it was handed by Mr. French when he 
presented himself at the State Committee 
meeting yesterday. The dispatch which 
brought this alleged answer was sent, Mr. 
French says, from the United States Hotel a 
few minutes after 1 o’clock, Tur Tres’s 
correspondent remembers distinctly an inci- 


‘dent which occurred about that hour, although 


he kad forgotten it, so trivial was its 
nature, until Mr. French to-day reminded 
him of it. He recollects seeing Mr. 
French behind the telegraph desk in front 
of which the correspondent was standing. 
Then he came over and, with a laugh, asked, 
‘* Did you take my telegram ¢’ adding that he 
had just written a telegram at the desk, and 
it had been stolen. With areply in the nega- 
tive the subject was dismissed, and Mr. French 
wentaway. Not many minutes after, as the 
correspondent was seated on the hotel piazza, 
not 30 feet distant from the same telegraph 
office, Mr. French again came up and repeated 
his question, at the same time placing his 
hands on both arms of the chair and leaning 
good-naturedly forward. He received the 
same answer as before, and, without a pause 
and by mutual consent, the conversation 
drifted upon Gubernatorial candidotes, their 
chances, and the opportunities which Judge 
Folger had phe we to avail himself in secur- 
ing delegates, With regard to the so-called 
reply of Collector Robertson, Mr. French 
says that it was sent him at the United States 
Hotel Tuesday night, instead of at the 
Grand Union, where he is registered, and 
therefore did not reach him at the 
latter hotel until the following morning. 
The fact that itis a forgery has been estab- 
lished. ‘he telegram is written on an ordi- 
nary — blank, such as is supplied to those 
who desire to send dispatches. An entirely 


different form of blank is used in egos the. 
i 


dispatches in a telegraph office. There is little 
resemblance between the two, as anybody can 
readily see. A received dispatch is never 
written on a blank intended for the use of 
senders of dispatches. Further corrobora- 
tion of the forgery was obtained at 
the Saratoga telegraph office, where it 
was said that no such dispatch as that which 


Mr. Vrooman held had ever been received ° 


there, The bogus dispatch is written ina small, 
scrawling hand and thespaces reserved for the 
operator to indicate the hour of receiving the 
dispatch, the name of the receiving operator, 
&c., are carefully filled in. The figures 3:8 
are used to convey the impression that the dis- 
patch wes sent from New-York by Collector 
Robertson at eight minutes past 3 Tuesday 
afternoon. 

In connection with this dispatch, Mr. French 


. ade the following statement to THE Tumzs’s 





correspondent: ‘*‘ Judge Robertson has repeat- 
edly assured me, as he has twenty other men, 
that he was for Folger, and there would never 
come a time when he would not do all that he 
could to secure his- nomination. He had told 
Mr. Folger the same thing himself. The result 
of the election in the First Westchester Dis- 
trict caused me to distrust the man. That 
district elected Cornell delegates. He told me, 
however, that he had done all he could to 
carry it for Mr. Folger. I had an appoint- 
ment to meet Mr. Robertson at Mr. Acton’s 
office in the Sub-Treasury at 10 o’clock last 
Monday morning, where we were to discuss 
some matters relating to the canvass, He 
failed to meet me, and, as I was very busy 
that day, I left the office with the understand- 
ing that I would be back in half an hour. Mr. 
Acton had already sent to the Custom-house, 
but Mr. Rebertson was not there. When I 
came back again, in less than an hour, Mr. 
Acton told me that the Collector had gone up 
town to see Mr. Folger, who was sick at his 
hotel. I, too, visited Mr. Folger, and was 
by him told that he was satisfied, from his con- 
versation with Mr. Robertson, that he was all 
right and would be on hand to assist us at 
the meeting of the State Committee. I told 
Mr. Folger I believed that Mr. Robertson was 
dodging, but he replied that he could not be- 
lieve it. In order to settle more definitely the 
question of his appearance at the State Com- 
niittee’s meeting, I arranged with a mutual 
friend to see him and impress him with the 
necessity of his appearance at Saratoga. I 
came to Saratoga, and, up to noon of Tuesday, 
had received no intimation of Mr. Robertson's 
intentions, When Gen. Husted came up that 
noon and was so strong for Cornell, I 
reasoned it out, knowing the _ relations 
between the two, that Mr, Robertson was 
for Cornell, too. Then I made up m 
mind to send that dispatch to him, which 
signed ‘‘ Commissioner.” He did not appear 
at the meeting of the committee that night, as 
you know, and solely because of his absence 
the committee adjourned until the following 
morning. The next morning I was handed 
that dispatch in which Mr. Robertson makes 
me his proxy. I do not mean to be understood 
as saying that it was genuine. I had no knowl- 
edge whatever of its bogus nature. Mr, Acton 
will bear me out when! say that he knew all 
about this substitute business which had been 
arranged between Mr. Robertson and myself. 
Mr. Robertson’s shifting course is plainly 
shown by what he has said in the past. He 
has told Snaps and other Cornell men that 
he was for Cornel], while to Folger men he 
has been all Folger.’’ 

Mr. Daggett, when asked about the truth of 
this statement, declined to make any reply. He 
was not going, he declared, to tell anything 
that might be construed against the Judge. 
Congressman Crowley said to-night that the 
day after the meeting of the State Committee 
in New-York Collector Robertson told him 
that he was for Folger, and that if he wished 
the nomination he would prefer to see him get 
it to any other man in the State, and thatif he 
announced his desire to be a candidate he (Mr. 
Robertson) would secure the Westchester dele- 
gates for him.

“STEVE” FRENCH’S ALLEGED PROXY. 
COLLECTOR ROBERTSON SAYS IT WAS A FOR- 
GERY, AND HE WILL TRY AND PROVE IT 
sUCH. 

Collector Robertson’s attention was called 
yesterday to the statements, as variously giv- 
en, of how Police Commissioner Stephen B. 
French came to represent him at the meeting 
of the State Committee in Saratoga on 
Wednesday. The Tribune correspondent said: 
** Every one was astonished when Police Com- 
missioner Stephen B. French, of New-York, 
produced a proxy from William H,. Robert 
son, Collector of the Port of New-York, and 
member of the committee from the Twelfth 
District.”” The Sun dispatch, in speaking of 
the meeting of the State Committee, stated 


that ‘‘the Cornell men found that Police 
Commissioner Stephen B. French, a rampant 
Folger man, had Collector;Robertson’s proxy,” 
while the correspondent of THE TIMES wrote: 
“To the utter astonisbment and disgust of 
the Cornell men andthe anti-Conkling men 
who were named by the convention of last 
Fall, Judge William H. Robertson named as 
his proxy Commissioner Stephen B. French, 
sending his proxy by telegraph.” Judge Rob- 
ertson again indignantly denied having au- 
thorized Mr. French to act for him in the 
State Committee. He said: ‘‘I never sent 
Mr. Stephen B. French a telegram on that 
or any other subject. I never gave Mr. Frencn 
any power of attorney on that or any other 
subject. Inever had any conversation with 
him directlyjor indirectly in regard to his rep- 
resenting me upon the State Committee. I re- 
peat what Isaid yesterday: if I had desired 
to be represented at the meeting of the State 
Committee at Saratoga, I should have chosen 
one of the delegates from my own county—of 
Westchester. In that delegation there was one 
ex-Speaker of the Assembly, four ex-mem- 


bers of Assembly, a County Judge, and 
an estimable gentleman who has _ been 
our party’s candidate for Congress in 
that district. No sane man will believe 


that I would insult these gentlemen, my own 
friends and neighbors for years, by passing 
them over to take up Stephen B. French. 
As I have before stated I consider Mr. 
French’s conduct a swindle upon the commit- 
tee and an outrage and fraud upon me, and I 
once more repest that I never sent Mr. French 
a telegram authorizing him to represent me in 
the State Committee nor a telegram on any 
other subject whatever, and I never gave him 
any written document or power of attorney, 
or any doeument which could be construed 
as authorizing him to represent me on the 
State Committee.” 

Following is the dispatch sent by Judge 
Robertson to ex-Speaker Husted on Wednes- 
day afternoon: 

Write Priarns, Sept. 20, 1882. 

To Gen. J. W. Huaeted, careof J. W. Vrooman: 

Stephen B. French has no authority, and never 
had, to represent me in the State Committee. His 
unautborized appearance there was an insult to the 
Wostchester delegates and a fraud upon me. Itis 
machine tactics over again. W. H. ROBERTSON. 

Collector Robertson received a telegram 
from Gen. Husted yesterday afternoon stating 
that the latter did not get the above dispatch 
until 1L o’clock yesterday morning, as he was 
away from his hotel when it arrived. Gen. 
Husted, however, stated that he pronounced 
the proxy presented by Mr. French a fraud as 
soon as he heard of it. Tho telegraphic proxy 
as presented by Mr. Stephen B. French and 
placed in the hands of Mr. Vrooman, Secre- 
tary of the State Committee, read as follows: 

New-York, Sept. 19, 1882. 
Hon. §. B. French, Grand Union Hotel, saratoga; 

Please.act as my proxy at meeting of State Com- 
mittee. W. H. ROBERTSON. 

**I see it is stated that this alleged proxy 
dispatch was written on a Western Union 
sending blank,” said Judge Robertson to a 
Times reporter last evening, ‘‘and employes 
of the Western Union Company in Saratoga 
say that they never deliver mossages on send- 
ing blanks. I shall endeavor to obtain a pas 
of the dispatch and ascertain, if possible, who 
wrote if. Ido not believe the dispatch was 
ever sent from New-York, 1 think it was 
mede up in Saratoga, and I believe that Mr. 
French knew that it was fraudulent.” 

‘If you succeed in proving the dispatch to 
be a torgery and in discovering the forger, 
what steps will you take ?” 

‘*] shall have the forger punished to the full- 
est extent of the law, if I can discover who he 
ic? 


“Mr. French claims that he had previously 
had some talk with you about representing. you 
at the State Committee meeting ; furthermore, 
that he called at your office last Monday to 
ask you to telegraph your proxy to him?” 

«Phat is all false,” said Mr. Robertson em- 

hatically. ‘‘I have not seen Stephen B. 
Preach for about three weeks, and I nevor had 
any talk with him about representing’ me at 
the State Committee meeting. I asked my 
private secretary to-day if Mr. French was at 
the office last Monday, and he said that he did 
not see him. It seems to me that Mr. French 
concluded he would do this thing, and he 
imagined that because I was Collector of the 
Port, under the present Administration, I 
would say nothing about it.” 

‘Some of your friends have wondered why 
you did not attend the committee meeting 
yourself ?”’ 

‘* [have stated heretofore that my business 
duties prevented my going to Saratoga. I 
think that is quite sufficient on that point. As 
for the formed dispatch I shall do all I can to 
find out who got it up. I know that it 
is a forgery because I know that I 
sent no such dispatch. I do _ not 
care to say i further- on the 





subject until I hear all that Mr. French has to 
say.’? The Collector, however, admitted that 
at first he had been disposed to attach some 
sienificance to the fact that his telegram to 
Gen. Husted did not reach the General until 
late yssterday forenoon. It seemed strange 
that there should have been so great a delay in 
the delivery of a message, but there might 
possibly, he said, be some satisfactory ex- 
planation for it,

MR. FOLGER AND THE TREASURY. 
NOT DECIDED WHETHER HE WILL RESIGN AT 
ONCE OR NOT—HIS PROBABLE SUCCESSOR. 

Wasnineaton, Sept. 21.—The nomination 
of Secretary Folger for Governor of New-York 
has given rise to some speculation here regard- 
ing his successor in the Treasury Department, 
and also regarding the Secretary’s intentions 
about resigning. It has been stated that the 
Secretary had said that he would resign 
immediately after his nomination. He 
told TH Times’s correspondent this evening 
that he had never made such astatement. In 
reply to questions about his intention in that 
direction he said that he had not reached a de- 


termination upon the point, and had hardly 
thought about it. So far as he knew, no one 
had been selected to succeed him, 

**Is there any provision of law to prevent 
you from retaining your office until after the 
election ?” asked the correspondent. 

‘* No, there is none,” replied the Secretary. 

He expects to leave the city for the North 
within two or three days, as has already 
been announced, and he will return in a short 
time. An opinion prevails that he will not re- 
sign until the New-York election, Some per- 
sons expect that Secretary Folger will be suc- 
ceeded by John OC. New, of Indiana, now 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, and 
a rumor is in circulation to the effect that Mr. 
New has been assured of this promotion by the 
President. Gentlemen whose positiens give 
weight to their opinions do not think that Mr. 
New will be the next Secretary. It is said by 
some that Mr. Folger’s successor will naturally 
bea New-York man, because his departure 


from the Cabinet will leave in it 
no representative of New-York. Fol- 
lowing out this course of reasoning, 


they suggest that the new Secretary will 
be Congressman Crowley, whose family will 
soon, it is said, be connected with that of the 
President by the marriage of the President’s 
son. Persons who think Mr. New has the best 
chance remark that the President could save a 
Cabinet place for New-York by sending Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen to England in place of Mr. 
Lowell and making Roscoe Conkling Secretary 
ot State. If the President has seriously 
thought of sucha change then the Treasury 
may not go to New- Y ork.

LHE CANDIDATES. 
; aiid 
FOR GOVERNOR. 

The Hon. Charles James Folger, the nominee 
for Governor, is at present the Secretary of the 
Treasury in President Arthur's Cabinet. He was 
born on the Island of Nantucket, Massachusetts, 
April 16, 1818. In 1830 his family removed to Ge- 
neva, N. Y., where he has since resided. He re- 


ceived his preparatory education in Nantucket, at 
the Plainfield Academy, Connecticut, and at Ho- 
bart College, where he graduated at the age of 18. 
He studied law in the office of Mark H. Sibley and 
Alvah Worden, of Canandaigua, and was admitted 
to the Barin 1839. In 1844 he was appointed first 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas for Ontario 


County, and subsequently he was appointed 
Master and Examiner in Chancery. In 1851 
he was elected County Judge of Ontario 
County, and held that position for four 
years. In 1861 he was elected State Senator from 


the Ontario district and served continuously until 
1869. He was President pro tem. of the Senate for 
four years and Chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee for his whole term of service in the Senate. In 
1869 he was re-elected to the State Senate, but re- 
signed to accept the position of Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States, in this City, tendered 
to him by President Grant. He resigned that 
office in 1870 upon being elected Associate Judge 
of the Court of Appeals. In 1867, while a State 
Senator, he was chosen a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention, and was appointed to the im- 
portant position of Chairmau of the Judiciary 
Committee of that body. On the death of Chief- 
Judge Church, of the Court of Appeals, Judge 
Folger was appointed to fill the vacancy thus 
created, and in the November following he was 
elected by the people to the same high office. 
Judge Folger was originally a Democrat, but he 
joined in the organization of the Republican Party 
and fsoon became ,one of its prominent leaders. 
President Garfield offered Judge Folger the posi- 
tion of Attorney-General in his Cabinet, but the 
Judge declined the office.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

B. Platt Carpenter, the nominee for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, was born in Stanford, Dutchess 
County, N. Y., May 14, 1837. After a preparatory 
course in the schools of his native town he entered 
Union College, graduating from that institution in 


1857. He immediately began the study of law, and 
in 1858, when he had just attained his majority, he 
was elected District Attorney of Dutchess Coun- 
ty. From January, 1865, to Deeember, 1869, Mr. 
Carpenter held the offiee of Assessor of Internal 
Revenue of tue Twelfth District. During the years 
1867 and 1868 he was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention. He has been several times a 
delegate to the Republican Nationa! Conventiuns, 
and in 1872 he was the temporary Chairman of the 
Republican State Convention. In 1876 he was a 
member of the State Senate. Mr. Carpenter was 
Chairman of the Republican State Committee 
during the last campaign.

COURT OF APPEALS JUDGE. 

The Hon. Charles Andrews, who has been 
nominated for Chief-Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
isanative of Whitestone, Oneida County, where 
he was born on May 27, 1827. He was educated in 
the common schools of Whitestone and at the 


Oneida Conference Seminary, in Cazenovia. He 
studied law in the oflice of Sedgwick & Outwater, 
in Syracuse, ana was admitted to the Bar on Jan. 
4, 1849. Two vears later he went into partnership 
with the Hon. Charles B. Sedgwick. He remained 
a member of the firm until May 17, 1870, when he 
was elected Associate Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, the term of service beginning on July 1 of 
the same year. Prior to this he had held various 
official positions. He was elected District Attorney 
of Onondaga County for three years, from Novem- 
ber, 1453; was Mayor of Syracuse for three terms— 
1861, 1862, and 1868—and was a delegate at large 
to the Constitutional Convention of 1867-8. He re- 
sides in the city of Syracuse. 

On the retirement of Chief-dudge Folger from the 
bench last year, Judge Andrews was appointed by 
Gov. Cornell as Chief-Judge and Gen. B. F. Tracy, 
of Brooklyn, was made Asgociate Judge to fill the 
temporary vacancy created by Judge Andrews’s 
promotion. The State Constitution deciares that if 
an appototment of Chief-Judge is made from 
among the Associate Judges, “a temporary ap- 
pointment of Associate Judge shall be made in like 
manner; but,in such case, the person appointed 
Chief-Judge shall not be deemed to vacate his 
office of Associate Judge any longer than until the 
expiration of his appointment as Chief-Judge.” It 
follows from this that in case the subject of this 
sketch is not elected Chief-Judge, he will continue 
a member of the Court of Appeals as one of the As- 
sociate Judges. Should he be elected Chief-Judge, 
there will be a vacancy among the Associate 
Judges which the Governor is empowered to fill, 
with or without the consent of the Senate, depend- 
ing on whether that body happens to bein session 
at the time. 

Judge Andrews, during his incumbency as a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, has won the geod 
opinion of lawyers and litigants by reason of his 
ability, learning, and integrity, no less than by his 
courtesy and attention to business,

CONGRESSMAN AT LARGE. 

Mr. A. Barton Hepburn, the nominee for 
Congressman at Large, was born in Colton. St. 
Lawrence County, July 24, 1846. He was educated 
at Falley Seminary, St. Lawrence Academy,in Pota- 
dam, and Middlebury College, Vermont, entering 
the latter in 1867. Mr. Hepburn left home at the 


age of 16, and commenced the task of educating 
hiinself. He taught school Winters, and la- 
bored at farm work during Summers for 
several years. After leaving college he was 
Professor of Mathematics and Physical Science in 
the Potsdam Academy, and Principal of the Og- 
densburg Educational Institute In 1870. He was 
admitted to the Bar in 1871, and practices his pro- 
fession at Colton. He heid the office of School 
Commissioner for the Second District of St. Law- 
rence County from July, 1871, until he resigned to 
take his seat for the Second District of St. Law- 
rence County in the Assembly of 1875, in which he 
served on the Committees on Public Education 
and Villages. He was re-elected to the Assembly 
and served in the years 1876, 1877, 1878, and 1879, 
during which period he was a member of important 
committees of the Honse. At present he occupies 
the position of pe gee Sata of Banks, having 
been appointed to that office by Gov. Corneil.

THE VICTORS IN EGYPT 


OPERATIONS AGAINST THE TOWN 
OF DAMIETTA. 

SURRENDER OF FORT GHEMILEH—DEATH OF 
A BRAVE OFFICER—ARABI'S HAND IN 
THE EGYPTIAN TREASURY. 

Port Sar, Sept. 21.—In obedience to an 
order from Yacoub Pasha, the garrison of 
Damietta have resolved to lay down their 
arms and disperse to their homes. Ahdellal 
Pasha and Aboulata Pasha have left Damietta 
with a small escort of mustaphezeen, going in 
the direction of Cairo. Fort Ghemileh has 
surrendered, The garrison was found to con- 
sist of only 80 men, the remainder of the force 
having gone to Damietta last evening. 

Cairo, Sept. 21.—An examination of the 
Treasury at Cairo proves that about £200,000 
were taken by Arabi Pasha, of which £18,000 
have been discovered at the War Office. Itis 
probable that other deficits will be found in 
the Department of the Interior. 

Abdellal Pasha’s negotiations relative to the 
surrender of Damietta seem to be intended 
only to gain time. It is reported that he is 
strengthening his fortifications at that place. 

The guns captured at Tel-el-Kebir have been 
sent to {smailia, The other guns captured 
have been massed at Cairo within the British 
lines. 

Arabi Pasha and his accomplices, both mili- 
tary and civil, will be tried by acourt-martial. 
The officials and troops throughout Soudan 
and all parts of Upper Egypt will proffer loy- 


alty tothe Khédive. Thirty-six prisoners of 
war have escaped from the citadel by means 
of a rope. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 21.—Several fresh ar- 
rests were made —— Among the persons 
arrested is Said Bey. The Prefect of Police of 
Alexandria, who was on duty on the 11th of 
June, the day of the first massacre, has been 
placed in irons. 

Three and a half battalions, under command 
of Gen. Wood, will go to Damietta early to- 
morrow to demand the surrender of that place. 
A thousand of Abdellah Pasha’s men have run 
away. They are now at Shirbin, but cannot 
proceed further owing to breaks in the rail- 
way. Admiral Dowell has gone with several 
vessels to blockade the coast near Damietta 
simultaneously with Gen. Wood’s advance. 

A large number of natives have arrived here 
from Cairotodo homageto the Khédive. Among 
thei are many who were openly compromised 
in the rebellion, and these the Khédive has re- 
fused to receive. The British have abandoned 
the rebel intrenchments at Kafr-el-Dwar, and 
they have become a refuge for thousands of 
Bedouins, some of whom are armed with Rem- 
ington rifles. 

It —— that Abdellal Pasha is willing to 
surrender, but the black troops under his com- 
mand refuse todoso. It is believed that the 
Egyptians are intrenched beyond the fort, on 
the east side of the river. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 21.—The Ambassa- 
dors express confidence in the policy of Eng- 
land with regard to Egypt, and advise the 
Porte to act in accord with her. 

lt is understood that Lord Dufferin regards 
the question of the Anglo-Turkish military 
convention as at an end. Gen. Wallace, the 
United States Minister, had an audience with 
the Sultan to-day. 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—The Times, in a leader 
on the Suez Canal, deelares that in an age 
when the control of nations over arms of the 
sea passing through or commanded by their 
territory is being everywhere abolished, it is 
impossible that we can allow the Directors of 
a company to arrogate powers as extensive as 
were ever claimed by Denmark over the 
Sound. The neutralization of the Suez 
Canal, in its reasonable sense, is understood to 
mean that it shall be regarded as an arm 
of the sea. The Times points out that the 
canal is practically outgrown. There is now 
a question of its enlargement or of the con- 
struction of a new one. M. de Lesseps, it 
says, perfectly understands that there is room 
for such a scheme, though he may not be pre- 
pared tocarry it out. The scheme, however, 
is merely one of the engineering possibilities 
of the future. Werea new canal begun to- 
morrow, English interests could not be left in 
abeyance pending its completion. The practi- 
cal question just now, it says, is how to se- 
cure ourselves, in case of a complication which 
may possibly arise, against being thwarted by 
M. de Lesseps. The subject of the canal will, 
we believe, seriously engage the attention of 
her Majesty’s Government. 

MALTA, Sept. 21.—Commander Rawson, who 
was specially promoted for bravery at the 
battle of Tel-el-Kebir, in which he was wound- 
ed, died to-day. Commander Rawson was a 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society, 
and accompanied the arctic expedition of 
1875-6. He also served in the Ashantee cam- 
paign. 

Rome, Sept. 21.—A court-martial on board 
the frigate Casteltidardo has condemned Pao- 
fucci, the Lieutenant in the Italian Navy who 
deserted to serve with Arabi Pasha, to two 
years’ imprisonment and dismissal from the 
service with disgrace. 

LonpDon, Sept. 22.—A dispatch from Alex- 
andria to the Daily News says: ‘‘ Isolated 
punishments — the lower classes will pro- 
duce no effect until Arabi Pasha and the other 
leading rebels have been publicly disposed of.’’ 
The Cairo correspondent of the Daily News 
telegraphs that he interviewed a member of 
Gen. Wolseley’s staff on Thursday, and that 
the officer stated that the subject of an early 
return to England of a portion of her Majes- 
ty’s troops in Egypt had not yet been even dis- 
cussed,

PLOT AGAINST FRANZ JOSEF. 
Vienna, Sept. 21.—A dispatch from Iris 
este to the Presse says: ‘*‘ Overdank has made 
an attempt to commit suicide. The Venetian 
Police are inquiring into the existence of a 
plot agaimst the life of Emperor Francis 


Joseph. Domiciliary visits have been paid to 
the houses of suspected persons in Venice and 
in the frontier villages. Inquiries made at 
Udine reveal the fact that 20 young men, 
most of them deserters from the army, assem- 
bled at that place with the object of disturbing 
the visit of the Kmperor at Trieste by some 
abominable outrage. Lots were drawn, and it 
fell to Overdank to carry out the plot. A, 
Russian belonging to an anarchical ciub at 
Kief prepared the bombs which were to be 
used in perpetrating the outrage.” 

Some of the men who were arrested at 
Trieste after the throwirg of the bombs 
into the ranks of the Society of 
Veterans, on Aug. 2, on learning of the arrest 
of Overdank, confessed that they threw the 
bombs from a house door.

CHICAGO MARKETS IRREGULAR. 
a ected 
A RISE EARLY IN THE DAY AND A SET 
BACK LATER ON. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 21.—The leading produce 
markets were unusually irregular to-day. Wheat 
mounted higher on a demand to fill September 
shorts, and this stimulated futures; but there waa 
no life in the latter and all fell back, as the spot 
orders had been filled by about noon. Corn was 
very much unsettled. It was raided early in the 
day on the promise of more settled weather, and 
the offerings were taken on the scalp by parties whe 


sold back after the market had exhausted its weak- 
ness. There was only a light shipping demand for 
corn. Oats experienced a sharp stimulus from bad 
weather, with small receipts, and rye was marked 
x while barley was easier. Provisions got ‘a 
black eye”’ early, as some refiners who had pre- 
viously bougat October lard thought it more profit- 
able to sell than to hold it. This took all the 
strength out of the market, but it partly recovered 
tons later, with a very good demand for ail de- 
scriptions of product. Regular wheat was fairly 
active and stronger for this month, which ad- 
vanced % to 5¢ cents, but fell back 
34 cents from the top. The longer futures 
were generally dull but stiffened some in sympathy 
with September, and were relatively steady when 
that weakened. London was calledjdull and 3d. per 
quarter lower on Spring, but our receipts were 
much smaller than the reeent average, and the 
prospect of wet weather did not promise an in- 
crease. There was no shipping demand but some 
orders to fill shorts for September took nearly ail 
the car lois offered. and after this demand was 
filled there was nothing else to sustain the marxet. 
Corn was active and irregularly lower. 

The market for tnis month declined 2 cents and 
closed 144 cents below the latest price of Wednes- 
day, while next month declined 144 cents and 
closed at a disadvantage of only 4 cent. The 
British telegrams noted a dull tone and a tendency 
to lower prices, but our receipts were somewhat 
less by rail and much smaller by canal. It was 
known, however, that the shipping movement of 
the previous day had been a very light one, and 
this, with the idea that the weather was clearing 
in the West, made the local crowd free sellers at 
the outset. Their offerings were taken up by 
two or three firms of Northern origin. Presently 
it begam to rain a little and the crowd stepped 
selling. Then as they found there was no more 
for sale they wanted to buy back, and were ac- 
commodated by the parties who had bought earlier, 
Shippers did not want the better grades at the 
prices asked, but they were taken to fill September 
shorts, some of which had been put out at much 
higher prices than those now ruling. 

t is intimated that some of the high-priced longs 
have declined to settle on the present basis, and 
say, ‘‘ Deliver the eorn.’’ This may yet put some 
of the shorts to their trumps, especiaily if the 
equinox should be followed by a week of? stormy 
weather. It issaid to be this consideration and 
nota shipping demand which has recently caused 
spot and September to rule at such a decided pre- 
mium over October. Mess pork closed 21g to 5 
cents lower; lard 5 to 274% cents lower; red Winter 
wheat 44 cent lower; regular wheat ashade firmer; 
corn 4 to 4 cent lower; oats 4 to 54 cent hicher; 
rye 1 to 2 cents higher.

ENGLISH DRAMATIC EVENTS 


IRVING, WYNDHAM, BERNHARDT, 
AND STRAY STAGE GOSSIP. 
THEATRICAL ACTIVITY IN A TOWN FULL OF 

STRANGERS:—- WYNDHAM’S AMERICAN, 
VISIT—BERNHARDT’S TROUBLES AT 
BRADFORD—FAILURES AND SUCCESSES. 
Lonpon, Sept. 6.—Although this is the 
dead season, Mr. Irving, not this year making 
a provincial tour, elected to open the Lyceum 
Theatre on Saturday night. London is full of 
strangers, provincials, Continentals, and Amer- 
icans; and the theatre was crowded in all 
parts, Mr, Irving again assuming the character 
of Romeo and Miss Terry that of Juliet. 
Among the audience was M. Charles Gounod, 
whose new oratorio, ‘‘ The Redemption,” has 
this week proved a great success at the Bir- 
mingham Festival, and whose opera of ‘* Roméo 
et Juliette,’ if not popular upon the lyric 
stage, has given to the concert-room some ex- 
cellent and familiar music. On the same night 
the Criterion Theatre was reopened for the 
season with Mr, James Albery’s adaptation 
from the French, entitled “ Little Miss Muffet.” 
Mr. Charles Wynaham, the manager, hopes 
this piece will run during his American tour. 
If good stage management and excellent act- 
ing are sufficient to secure its success, ‘I 


Livile 
Miss Muffet”? may answer the purpose in- 
tended. It is 


founded upon “La Femme a 
Papa,” by M. Hennequin, and was recently 
played under the title of ‘‘The Mulberry 
Bush” at Brighton. On that occasion it was 
mentioned in these columns as not giving 


promise of a successful career. The English 
adapter has done his best to denude the inci- 
dents of their original French coarseness, but 
he has not been able to take out of 
the story that disagreeable flavor which 
belongs to a good deal of the Criterion 
répertoire, notably to the most successful of its 
brilliant farcical comedies, ‘*The Pink Domi- 
noes,’”’ The story developed in ‘‘ Little Miss 
Moffet,”’ though simple in detail, is a good 
deal complicated in the working out of charac- 
ter studies and humorous incidents. Sir Juan 
Trippeton, a gray-headed rake, not content 
with having spent a fortune in disgraceful in- 
trigues, continues the part of an elderiv 
**masher.’?’ He has a moral son, Solon, who 
lectures him upon his faults, but invariably 
rescues him from pecuniary trouble. Finally, 
when Sir Juan is about to be married to a very 
youthful bride, the clever but virtuous son 
manages to capture the pretty girl for 
bimself, and finally Sir Juan has to be 
content with the landlady of the Mul- 
berry Bush Inn, represented on _ the 
present occasion by a notoriously pretty wom- 
an, who is just as notoriously unfitted for the 
part she plays. At the close of the piece the 
curtain went down amid hisses and applause 
prety equally divided. Mr, Charies Wynd- 
2am addressed the house in the absence of Mr. 
Albery, asking, in his usual cautious but in- 

sidious way, whether the house accepted the 

piece or not, There were cries of ‘* Yes |” and 

** No? whereupon Mr. Wyndham said he re- 

gretted that Mr. Albery was not present to 

receive the congratulations of the audience. 

As proxy for him he would, however, take 

them, and he expressed a wish ** to take a little 

for himself.’’ ‘lhe clever manager then, turn- 

ing from the subject of the piece and Mr. Al- 

bery to his forthcoming arrangements, went 

on to say: 

** When a manageris about to leave his theatre 
and the country for some months it is a source of 
great congratulation to him to feel he has found a 
piece that will run successfully during his absence. 
Jam on the eve of my departure, as you, perbaps, 
know, for America on a professional tour—a tour 
which, I trust, may prove a Brighton—I mean a 
bright one—returning early in the Spring to London 
fora matter of ‘14 days.’ I have been to America 
before; in fact, I may be said to have commenced 
my dramatic career in New-York, where I was en- 
gaged, oddly enough, by a great favorite of 
yours and of mine, Mrs. John Wood. I 
remember that on my début I haa to repre- 
Bent a young man bound for South America. The 
New-York //eraid next morning, in its criticlsm, 
suggested [ had better go to South America! Mrs. 
Wood gave me her permission to profit by the 
hint. It is pessible that some such advice may be 
tendered me again. Should it be, I feel, from my 
experience of your kindness, that at any rate I 
shall be under no necessity to go there, but can 
always, I trust, look to a welcome here. Ladies 
and gentlemen, I am not aman of many words— 
at least the authors say so when I cut their pieces 
—but I cannot part from you now without thank- 
ing you for the many years of friendly encour- 
agemeat I have received at your hands. I bid 
you a grateful and tender adieu!” 

It is understood that Mr. Albery is not alto- 
gether satisfied with the managerial treatment 
of his piece, but this is only rumor. t is well 
known that Mr. Wyndham is in the habit of 
taking great liberties with his authors, a fact 
which is suggested in the few words of his ad- 
dress, and it is quite possible that Mr. Albery 
may not be altogether responsible for the lead- 
ing scenes in '* Little Miss Muffet.” 

Theatrical! circles and professional journals 
are a good deal occupied with the latest. vaga- 
ries of Sarah Bernbardt during an English 
tour which she has just brought to an abrupt 
ending, The management arranged for her to 
ylay ** Adrienne Lecouvreur’’ in a vast hall at 
Bratierd, holding 14,000 or 15,000 people. She 
struggled through, the first act. Her efforts, 
which were neither appreciated nor understood 
by the curious throng fell flat; the few who 
could hear her did not understand Freneh, and 
the majority only saw a singular-looking 
woman playing indumbshow. They received 
the entertainment with respect, but also with 
a dead silence that must have appalled any 
artist possessing the slightest sensibility. Pres- 
ently, when the second act was rung up, Sarah 
Bernhardt disappeared. She had not been 
missed for some time. Fortunately for ber 
she got away by a back door and reached her 
hotel in safety; not that there was any fear of 
the audience assaulting her, but she might 
have been treated to some hostile demonstra- 
tions. The manager in due course came for- 
ward, apologized, and declared that Mme. 
Bernhardt had been taken seriously ill. The 
leading part was assumed by another member 
of thecompany, but the audience gradually 
dispersed. They were promised their money 
back if they called the next day. lt was a 
good-humored crowd, though somewhat 
coarse in its language. It separated 
without committing any depredations 
confining its indignation to banter and 
a rough criticism upon the show. The next 
day it was reported that Sarah was under the 
weather, spitting blood, and giving other evi- 
dence of serious sickness. She wrote a letter, 
and published it in the local papers, expressing 
her regrets at what had occurred, declaring 
that she was suffering from loss of voice and 
serious iliness, which would compel her to 
close her English tour at once, This was 
backed by a medical certificate, and bulletins 
were issued in which Madame was represented 
as confined to her bed. It is known, however, 
that Sarah soon afterward was on her way to 
Paris, and critics who profess to know all 
nbout it savy that she was not ill at all, but in- 
dignant at ‘being made a show of.” In 
the provincial cities where the great French 
artiste has appeared the local journals speak 
of her in the highest terms of praise, and 
everywhere she has been cordially and well 
received. The husband of Madame having 
made some statement calculated to impute 
deception on the part of the authorities as to 
the character of the hall in which Sarah had 
to play, the Mayor of the town has written to 
the local papers explaining that it is the same 
building in which the Carl Rosa Opera Com- 
pany. Mr. Toole’s, and other well-known 
troupes continually appear. Under all the 
circumstances the town appears to have be- 
haved very well and to have just cause of 
serious complaint, F ; :

Bernhardt, who appears to 
have been seized with an uncontrollable fit of 
nervousn was driving around thetown ina 
cab, and not return to her hotel until mid- 
night, She expresses great contrition for her 
escapade, and promises to make ample apolo- 
gies to the public. On the theatre being closed 
the bills were labeled, ‘ No performance on ac- 
count of a freak of Mile. Jeanne Bernhardt.’’ 
Among the miscellaneous gossip of the week 
the inost interesting incidenta, singularly 


enough, are theatrical, although roctoaty 
the season does not begin for another mon‘ 
‘or six weeks, Mr. Hermann Merivale has 
nearly finished a new play, to be entitled 
‘The Whip Hand,” e has also upon his 
desk the sketch of a new work, which is under- 
Stood to have been commissioned for the 
Lyceum. Mr. W. Constantine, an actor of 
‘considerable provincial reputation, has sailed 
for New-York, Mr. Creston Clarke, son of 
Mr. John 8. Clarke, will accompany his 
uncle, Mr. Edwin Booth, on the famous 
tragedian’s provincial tour next month. The 
young artist has only recently decided 
to adopt the stage as a _ profession. 
Mr. William Rignold intends shortly to make 
a tour through Australia, He has purchased 
Mr. Derrick’s three-act comedy, ‘* The Ameri- 
can,” produced last year at the Alexandra 
Palace Theatre.

COL. WILLIAM BORDEN. 


Col. William Borden, of the firm of Borden ' 


& Lovell, general agents, died at‘his residence, No. 
411 West Twenty-third-street, yesterday, after a 
brief illness. He was born in Fall River, Mass., 
July 19, 1819, After being educated at Fall River 


and Randolph Colleges, he came to this City 
at the age of 19 Some years later_ he 
was, upon the establishment of the Fall River Line 
of steamers, appointed general agent of the line. 
This position be held until his death, with the ex- 
ception of an interval of 10 years, when the line 
was under the control of the Fisk-Gould combina- 
tion, The firm of which he was senior member

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GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 


WATCHING THE COMET. 
OBSERVATIONS IN WASHINGTON—BELIBEF 
THAT IT Is THE comer or 1880 
STRENGTHENED. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The interest in-the 
movements of the comet rather increases than di- 
minishes from day to day among the scientific men 
at the Naval Observatory. A series of special ob- 
servations is being made by Prof. Frisby,-assisted 
by Prof. Skinner, both of the regular staff of the 
observatory, with incidental and friendly assist- 


ance from other scientists. On account of the 
cloudy weather this morning the comet could not 
be seén through ‘he equatorial telescope before the 
time of its meridian passage, But from positions 
obtained on the afternoon of the 19th and 
morning of the 20th an approximate 
motion was obtained, by means of which 
the transit circle telescope was to have been poiut- 
ea to the supposed position of the comet. Prof. 
Boss, however, made a correction to this position 
on the supposition that the comet was identical 
with the great comet of 1880, The atmospheric 
conditions having become slightly more favorable 
Prof. Skinner, with the transit circle telescope, 
took an observation which verified in a remarkable 
manner the hypothesis of Prof. Boss. 'The comet 
Was at once discovered, its position agreeing within 
30 seconds of right ascension and two minutes of 
declination with his prediction. 

Another feature of interest in to-day’s observa- 
tion is the circumstance that it was taken through 
a partially cloudy sky, and that the comet was visi- 
ble through faint clouds. The position of the 
comet at the time of transit was right ascension 11 
hours 9 minutes and 11 seconds, and declina- 
tion 1° 19 21” south. Prof, Frisby expects 
now to be able to determine the elements 
of the comet’s orbit from the observations of the 
19th, 20th, and 2ist with a reasonable degree of 
certainty. Thesame gentlemen who were obsery- 
ing to-day expect to take another observation to- 
morrow morning, with the object of strengthening 
the conclusions at which they hope to arrive. If 
it should be proved that this comet is identical 
with those of 1848 and 1880 it will be regarded as 
a very remarkabte discovery, and astronomers 
will be anxious to ascertain the fact. Withina 
day or two the results of the computations from 
the data already obtained by Profs. Frisby and 
Skinner will be ready for publication. 

For the benefit of the non-scientific reader the 
explanation was made to-day that the equatorial 
telescope is movable, and is the one used for sweep- 
ing the heavens. The transit circle telescope, how- 
ever, is fixed, and is used for the purpose of verify- 
ing computations or predictions by being directed 
upon a given point atagiven time. It was the 
prompt discovery of this comet to-day by Prof. 
Skinner with this telescope, in the qe calcu- 
lated by Prof. Boss, that is rezarded by these gen- 
tlemen as jgreatly strengthening Prof. Boss’s hy- 
pothesis. 
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FRAUD IN A CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
CHIEF CLERK IN NEW-ORLEANS SWIND- 
LING THE GOVERNMENT. 
NEW-ORLEANS, 21.—Special Agent 
Nevins, of the Treasury Department, has been for 
some days investigating some business transac- 
tions of Mr. Joseph M. Tomlinson, Chief Clerk in 
the Custom-house, and has uncovered such a state 
of affairs as has justified 
the facts forthwith to the deparment 
at Washington. It appears that for several 
years, under the administration of the three or 
four last Collectors of the Port, Tomlinson has had 
charge of the purchase of supplies and stores and 


the making of repairs to Custom-house stations, 
&ec. The fact was developed by the Special 
Agent that he was in the habit of 
filling requisitions when approved by purchasing 
a moiety of the goods called for and for the bal- 
ance obtaining farming utensils, stores, &c., which 
he caused to be shipped to his place on Pearl River. 
So far as the investigations of the Special Agent 
went, it was shown that the Government was the 
loser by several hundred dollars, while the past 
transactions of this nature are said to be $10,000. 

Simultaneously with his report to the depart- 
ment, Special Agent Nevins communicated the 
facts to Collector Badger, who immediately sent 
for his chief clerk. When confronted with 
the proofs of his guilt Tomlinson broke 
down completely and confessed the truth 
of the whole matter. He handed his resignation to 
Collector Badger, who holds the same subject to 
instructions from Washington. The discovery of 
the shortcoming of Mr. Tomlinson caused much 
surprise, as he had for years held the most 
confidential relations with the occupants of 
the Collector’s office. Hehas been employed in the 
building for some sixteen years, and was promoted 
to his present position by Collector Casey, for his 
rare merit as a corresponding and accounting 
clerk. He was originally from Tennessee, where

GOV. FOSTERS UNLUCKY REMARK. 

OH1O SALOON-KEEPERS AGGRIEVED — A

Said the Governor, speaking 
of the issuein the present campagn: “In this 
fight the prostitutes and saloon-keepers are ar. 
raigned together against the intelligent classes.” 


The Democratic press bas been at pains to reproduce 
these words with all the prominence italics can give 
them, and the saloon-keerers and the Germans 
have cut them out and many of them are showing 
the slip and talking about it daily. What the Gov- 
ernor expected to gain by such a remark it isin 
this corner of the State hard to surmise. It is put- 
ting it low to say that in Cincinnati alone the re- 
mark will cost the Republicans a thousand votes. 
In some of the rural districts it may have the eppo- 
site effect. But even granting that the balance 
will be maintained, the political wisdom which 
prompted the making and repeating of such a re- 
mark is of a very doubtful quality. 

That it will defeat Goy. Foster’s aspirations to 
succeed George H. Pendieton in the United States 
Senate may be set down as pretty certain. A fund 
will certainly be raised to be used in securing his 
defeat either for the Senate or any office he 
may hereafter aspire to hold,and a prominent 
German said to-day there would be no difficulty in 
swelling it to balf a millton dollars. A much 
smaller sum used in the Ohio Legislature 
would defeat any candidate in a single 
night. It seems like a mild statement to say 
that the Governor is pereceny dead; but those 
who doubt it most it will be found know the least 
about the German character. No people are more 
sensative regarding thetr rights, and the right to 
sell and drink beer is one about which no doubt is 
likely to soon arise in their minds. To class those 
who sell it with prostitutes they consider not only 
an insult to all in that business, but also as an un- 
pardonab!e sneer at their most distinctive national 
custom. That Goy. Foster should have allowed his 
zeal for the triumph of his party in the rural dis- 
tricts to have caused him to forget this is a matter 
that at no very distant date Is likely to be quite as

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IN COUNCIL. 

MEETING THE SUPREME COUNCIL OF 

THE SCOTTISH RITE IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Sept. 21.—The session of the Su- 
preme Council of the Sovereign Grand In- 
spectors-General of the Thirty-third Degree 
of the Scottish Rite, Northern Jurisdiction 
of the United States, which has been 


in session for the past three days in this 
city, is the most important held for years. It has 
been largely attended, and by the most prominent 
members of the grade in the _ jurisdiction. 
A much larger amount of important busi- 
ness has been transacted than has trans- 
pired at any one session before, embracing 
a large number of reports, a great amount of cor- 
respondence, and an almost endless amount of 
routine work requiring action. The report 
of the Committee on Returns showed the 
approximate number ot members enrolled 
in the thirty-second degree in the North- 
ern Jurisdition of the United States to be 
nearly 8,000 in 1881. During the past year this has 
been increased by the enrollment of 775 more. The 
thirty-third and last degree was conferred upon 22 
in full ceremony, and they were enrolled as honor- 
ary members of the Superior Council. The old 
officers were re-elected for three years, 

During the preeeesane an important matter was 
presented, of interest to all members of the 
rite, consisting of a preamble that 
certain members’ of the have 
openly deciared their connection with 
and support of certain men who have 
banded together in opposition to the jurisdiction 
of this Council, and confer degrees which they 
falsely pretend are of this ancient accepted 
Scottish rite of freemasonry, and a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, declaring that Hop- 
kins, Thompson, Emeritus, and Robert B. Folger, 
Jobn B. Harris, Edward W. Atwood, and Robert 
E. Roberts, honorary members, be severaliy ex- 
pelled from all the rights, powers, and privileges of 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General and members 
of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite. It was decid- 
ed to send copies of this resolution to all the 
bodies of the rite and to all Supreme Coun- 
cils in correspondence with this Supreme 
Council. Subsequently like action was 
taken in the cases of John G. Barker, 
thirty-second degree, and William L. Woodruff, 
thirty-second degree, of New-York, for similar 
offenses. The Supreme Council also gave a de- 
elsion declaring the Supreme Council of Tunis and 
the Sagasta Council of Spain as rezular and leziti- 
mate. Tho session will probably be closed to- 
morrow.

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NOUTE CONSPIRACY. 
CONTRACTORS IN PHILADELPHIA— 
BOGUS SECURITIES, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—In the United 
States District this morning the trial of 
Thomas A. McDevitt, Christian Price, and Legrand 
Ensign, charged with conspiracy to defraud the 
Government by entering bogus security on star 
route contracts, was resumed. The testimony of 
Postal Inspector Barrett was continued. Durin 
the progress of the trial, and after many lega 
records had been produced, the Judge remarked 
that he regretted the indictment was so volumi- 
nous. It washard for the jury or the court to 
understand it without the loss of a great deal of 
time. 

Mr. Valentine, United States District Attorney, 
sald he had drawn up indictments which he 
thought were sufficient, but when such eminent 
counsel were engaged in the Washington cases he 
thought it best to follow their example. 

After showing by a judgment search clerk that 
between 1874 and 1879 judgments to the amount of 
$31,453 98 bad been entered against Price, and 
which remained unsatisfied by him at the time he 
became bondsman for Wiley, the District Attorney 
submitted in evidence all the records and papers 
mentioned during the trial, and thereupon closed.

OPPOSITION TO WHITE NOMINEES IN THE 


FOURTH ALABAMA DISTRICT. 


Sevma, Ala., Sept. 21.—About 45 representa- 
tives of the dissatisfied colored Republicans of this 
(the Fourth) Congressional district met at Greens- 
boro yesterday. The convention was held with 


closed doors, but the substance of thelr work 


has leaked out and was received here last 
night. George H. Craig, the white nomi- 
nee at the regular convention, held about a 
month ago, was severely denounced in a series of 
resolutions as a non-representative Republican 
and an injury to the party, and was asked to with- 
draw for the sake of harmony, The names of about 


half a dozen colored leaders were put in nomination 
and balloted for. On the fifty-ninth ballot Merritt 
E. Howsee was nominated for the long 
term. John W. Jones, of Loudon, who was the 
nominee for Shelley’s unexpired term by the reg- 


ular convention, was indorsed because he was a 
colored man. 


The party in this district is proclaimed to consist 
of 30,000 negroes and 200 whites, and all the offices 
and committees are claimed for the negroes. The 
Arthur Administration is indorsed, and the Presi- 
dent’s support for 1884 was enthusiastically pledged. 
Fuads for free schools in abundance were do- 
manded. This movement is the beginning of a 
bitter fight in this district between the colored and 
white factions of the party.

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SOUTHERN TARIFF VIEWS. 
‘TENNESSEE WITNESSES BEFORE* THE TARIFF 
COMMISSION—NO CHANGE WANTED. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 21.—The Tariff 
Commission held.a session here this morning, at 
which there wasa general concurrence. of views 
in favor of the existing tariff, particularly on iron. 
A statement was made regarding the resources of 
the State of Tennessee by J. E. MacGowan, news- 
paper editor and correspondent of the Jron Age. 
The resources of the State are coal, fron, timber, 
and cotton. The iron interests of the South have 


been developed rapidly since 1869. It would not 
be to the interest of the South to have the = on 
pig-iron reduced. The existing tariff on bar iron 
and all the coarser grades of iron was not exces- 
sive. There was an abundance of iron ore in Ten- 
nessee, and it was contiguoustoceal. He believed 
that the American producer of pig-iron snould 
have such protection as would put him on an even 
plane with the foreign producers in view of the 
difference in wages. 

Mr. Boteler—What is the sentiment of the agri- 
— population of this State in regard to the 
tariff ? 

Mr. MacGowan—There has been a great change 
on that question’ ameng the wealthy intelligent 
farmers. They are not by any means free traders, 
ner for a revenue tariff, but they are for a protec- 
tive tariff. 

Mr. Oliver—Is there any great desire among the 
people generally to make any reduction in the pres- 
ent tariffs? 

Mr. MacGowan—I find none. There is a general 
condition of prosperity in this section with the 
farmers and trading classes. 

Mr. A. M. Johnson, of the Lookeut Rolling Mills, 
concurred in Mr. MacGowan’s views. He declared 
himself a Democrat dyed in the wool, and said 
that he had always admired Gen. Hancock's out- 
spoken statement in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only; but he believed that the present tariff was a 
revenue tariff, and that it should therefore be sus- 
tained as it is. 

Mr. Oliver—What is the sentiment of the people 
of this section in respect toa change in the tariff? 

Mr. Johnson—I do not believe that any respecta- 

le minority of the people demands a change in the 
present tariff system. 

The President—Would you regard it as an ad- 
vantage to you, as a producer of bar iron, that 
there should be home competition in pig-iron? 

Mr. Johnson—Yes. 

President—You believe that you are better off 
than if you were dependent on the foreign supply? 

Mr. Johnson—Yes; but I would not have such a 
duty as would enable the home manufacturers of 
pig-lron to put the prices too high. I would adjust 
that matter—and I think it is very well adjusted 
now. I would not have the pig-iron men grow rich 
at the expense of the general interests of the 
country. 

Mr. H. S. Chamberlain, President of the Roane 

Rolling Mills; S. B. Lowe, commission merchant, 
and Charles A. McGuffie, connected with the iron 
interest, concurred generally in the views of the 
preceding witnesses, 

Luke Lea, of Jackson, Miss., said that apart from 
the newspapers and politicians there was no dis- 
satisfaction in his Stave on the subject of the tariff. 
The people of Mississippi generally were indifferent 
to the subject of the tariff. They had never inves- 
tigated it very tnoroughly, and knew and cared but 
little about it. As to any general opposition to the 
tariff, there was nosuch thing among the people 
of Mississippi. They certainly would prefer to have 
all the revenue raised from Customs duties and to 
have the internal revenue system abolished.

THE WRECK OF THE ASIA 


DIR REE 
A WOMAN’S THRILLING STORY OF 
THE DISASTER. 

MEN DYING ONE BY ONE IN THE BOATS— 
CAST ASHORE AND STARVING—-CRIMINAL 
SONDUCT OF THE STEAM-SHIP OWNERS. 

Parry SOUND, Ontario, Sept. 2i.—The con- 
stables sent to the vicinity of the Asia disaster have 


not yet returned. Some hopes are entertained that 


the books of the boat may be recovered with the 
list Of passengers. 


The disregard ot the regulations by the Great 
Northern Transit Company is well exemplified bya 
conversation which took place between Charles 
Cameron, manager of the company, anc Mr. J. 0. 
Miller recently. These two gentlemen were at. 
Collingwood when a Sunday-school excursion, con- 
sisting of 200 or 300 passengers, was going on board 
the Northern Belle, licensed to carry 65 pas- 
sengers. Mr. Miller remonstrated with Mr. 
Cameron, and pointed out the very awkward 
position in which he would be placed if an acci- 
dent should happen. Mr. Cameron replied that he 
would take his chances and would take all on 
board who came along. On the passage to Parry 
Sound the same day Mr. Miller had a conversation 
with Capt. Taylor on the same subject, and remind- 
2d him that the Belle was only allowed to carry 65 
passengers, was classed for rivers only, and that 


ner right torunon Georgian Bay was questiona- 
Ne. Capt. Taylor seemed to feel his position, and 
said he remonstrated with Mr. Cameron and Capt, 
Yampbel!l and told them they must take the re- 
sponsibility if the excursion party went on board, 
They said he must either take the excursion party 
or lose bis place.

The 
Asia reached Owen Sound at 11 o’clock Wednesday 
dicht, and remained about an hour, taking in 
passengers and freight. Isaw seven persons buy 
ickets at Owen Sound—five men and two women. 
One of the women had a child about a year old 
with her. Two of the men looked like com- 
mercial travelers, and the others like laborers; 
{ know none of their names. I[ got 
a state-room with two other young ladies, 
one Miss McNab, who got on board at Colling- 
wood. I do not remember the name of the other, 
They were not companions, but the rooms were so 
fullthat the cabin-maid put them in the double 
berth and gave me the cther. I went to bed be- 
fore the boat touched at Presque Isle, but Mate 
MeDonald told me in the morning that they took 
on hay, but no passengers, at Presque Isle. I[t did 
not get very rough until 8 o’clock in the morning. 
lL was up then, but was sea-sick, and took no break- 
‘ast. [|saw four women with children in the cabin 
-one had four, one had two, and two had one 
each. They were two families, and had takena 
jeck passage. 

**] saw people putting on life-preservers. The 
doat rolled on her side, and I thought it was sink- 
ing, When I jumped up and went into the adjoin- 
ing state-room, where a woman with two children 
was. I found her asleep and awoke her, but think 
she never left the cabin. I then put ona life-pre- 
server and sat by the cabin door. Before I went 
10 my state-roon) I asked the mateif there was any 
rreat danger. He said there was a very heavy sea, 
but they had already thrown some horses overboard, 
and would throw off all the freight they could. 
{ had hopes the boat would be saved till Il saw 
water coming into the cabin. Iwas on the upper 
side of the boat. She lay now on berside. I took 
hold of the rail, slid down into the water, and sank. 
I came up by the side of the Captain’s boat. He 
took me by the wrist, and the mate helped to pull 
meup. My state-room companions were both in 
the same boat, but no other women or children. 

*[saw the other two life-boats both full. The 
Captain and mate had oars and tried to take care 
of our boat. The steamer now went down and left 
wreckage floating all around. I saw the other two 
boats upset twice, and each time the number of 
passengers was largely reduced. The three boats 
drifted together fora short time. I heard those in 
the other boats call to the Captain for oars. One 
of the two boats had no oars, one had one, and our 
boat two. ihe Captain could spare none. I was 
sitting in the bow of our boat looking back toward 
the wreck. lsawthe other two boats tip over 
three times, and when I next saw them they were 
empty, no one even clinging to their sides. I ani 
none were saved except Tinkis and myself. 
inally our boat upset ana we lost both oars. We 
were then at the mercy of the waves and were upset 
four times in atl. There were 18 persons in the 
boat before she upset. Two women were lost the 
first time. It became calmer near dark, and the 
boat did not upset again. About this time we 
picked up a floating oar, but were too exhausted 
to use it. The mate told me to hold ou to the life- 
line whatever happened, and I neverlet go. When 
the boat upset I hung on, and came up with it. 
None of the five men diea untilatterdark. The 
mate got upon his knees and said he 
could see land. This cheered us ill. 
The Captain seemed very sad, and seldom spoke. 
We were all in the water up to our knees. The 
men all died quietly, and seemed to goto sleep. 
The mate put his head up to my face in the dark, 
and asked if it was me. I said yes. My hair was 
ying around. He seized it in his death- 
grasp and pulled down my head. i 
asked the Captain, who was near, to release 
my hair. He did so,and the mate soon breathed 
his last. Wesawa light at Byng Inlet about dark, 
and could see it all night,but drifted south. Shortly 
after the mate died and the Captain lay down. I 
tried to arouse the Captain, but he was dead. I 
think this was about midnight. Mr. Tinkis and I 
kept up a conversation. 

‘Daylight finally dawned and revealed the shore 
near by. Tinkis worked the boat toward the shore 
with the oar we had picked up. I: was a beautifal 
warm morning and the sun warmed us and dried 
yur clothing. We got on the rocks vhortly after 
sunrise. We attempted to walk aciuss the island, 
thinking that we might find some houses. I could 
not walk so we returned tothe boat. Tinkis took 
the bodies out. I could not help him. He then 
pried the boat off with the oar. He then worked 
the boat down the beach but made poor headway. 
Darkness coming on, I was afraid it would get 
rough, so we landed, broke boughs for our bed, 
and put some under and some over us. Islept 
some, but was nervous. We were up before sun- 
tise and got into our boat. It wascaim then. We 
‘owed a short time, but then gave it up and went 
ashore and Jaid down on the rocks ana went to 
sleep 

‘An Indian came along and woke us up and asked 
if we were lost. We said we were. His squaw 
was inaboat. Weasked him how farit wastoa 
house, He said it was 22 miles, and asked it we 
were hungry. Hethen got some bread and pork 
from his boat. I could not eat, but I drank some 
eold tea. Tinkis offered the Indian his watch to 
take us to Parry Sound. We had but little to eat 
onthe way. The squaw made me a bed in the 
boatand jlept there Sunday night quite comfort- 
ably. Tinkis never gave up, except on Saturday 
morning, when we lay down on the rocks to die.”

4 MILLION DOLLARS FOR A UNIVERSITY.

Noxomis, Ill., Sept. 15.—The Hon. W. C. 
De Paw, of New-Albany, Ind., has surprised every 
one by-his munificent gifts to institutions of learn- 
ing connected with the Methodist Episeopal Church. 
Mr. De Paw isa prominent Democrat, and is more 
or less interested in politics. He also manages a 
large business. Aboutthree years ago the business 


men of Cincinnati held a noon-day prayer-meeting. 
jt was suggested that atelegram be sent to W. C. 
De Paw, New-Albany, inviting him to lead the 
meeting on the following day, and give a 
short talk on the higher life, or sanctifica- 
tion. Mr. De Faw responded, and conducted 
the services as requested. He has just 
returned from a 18 months’ absence in Europe and 
Palestine to make the following propositions to 
the Trustees of Asbury University at Green- 
castle, Ind.: 1. That he will give $1,000,000 on cer- 
tain conditions, viz.: That $100,000 shall be raised 
at once to enable the university at Greencastle to 
run without arrearage on its present basis. 2. That

We have heard from nearly all the counties 
m the State and the outcome of the harvest will be 
a two-thirds crop of very superior grain. ‘The for- 
est fires have broken out earlier than usual! and 
have done considerable damage down in San 


Mateo, and even up in Nevada. While the climatic 
conditions are specially favorable in August and 
September to the spread of forest fires, yet were it 
not for the carelessness of campers-out and sparks 
from steam thrashing-machines. many of these 
fres would never occur. The fruit is plen- 


tiful, and, as before noted, canneries are 
tarting everywhere. Hundreds of acres more 
pave een set out in grapes this year 


than were anticipated, mostly of good varieties for 
making clarets. Mission grapes, which will pro- 
duce three tons to the acre and sell for $20 a ton. 
still thrive, but are not being set out to any grout 
extent. ‘The Zinfandel promises to be the special 
zrape of California.and its.cuttings are strongly-in 
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demand. While itis now certain that wheat can 
never be the staple interest, it is impossible to pre- 
dict what will not be grown in this State, which 
contains land suitable for all cereals, fruits, and 
vegetables from the wheat, barley, potatoes, and 
grand apple orchards of the north, down tothe 
seml-tropical fruits which flourish so bountifully in 
Los Angcles and San Diego Counties.

IN DEFENSE OF THE NEW-YORK AND 
NEW-ENGLAND RAILROAD. 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The article which appeared in your paper of 
Sept. 15 in relation to the New-York and New- 
England Railroad is full of misstatements, and I 
trust you will do the road and its managers the 
justice to state the facts as they are: 

First—Accidents on the New-York and New- 
England Railroad are of no more frequent occur- 
rence than on other single-track railroads doing 
the same amount of business. 

Second—Instead of having 500 to 600 cars in the 
East Hartford yard, there were only about 400 cars 
at the time that article was written, and instead 
of being detained there as the article states they 
were being made up into trains for distribution 
over the various divisions of the road; the yard at 
East Hartford being used for this purpose. 

third—P. Jewell & Sons’ manufactory was not 
‘*practically stopped,” as stated, by the non-re- 
ceipt of freight over the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Railroad, but was in fact not embarrassed, 
- telegrams in the possession of the company will 
show. 

Fourth—Instead of 200 freight cars, as stated, 
there were not over 100 west-bound loaded freight 
cars at Willimantic, which was no unusual number, 
as this is the junction between our mainline and the 
Providence Division, aud also between our road, 
the New-London Northern, and New-York and 
Loston Air Line Railroads. 

Fifth—Perishable and other freight needing 
quick transit has been forwarded, as on al! well- 
regulated roads, in preference to other freight 
which could be delayed without damage; but such 
forwarding has not interfered in any way with the 
ordinary operation of the road. 

Sizth—The New-York and New-England Rail- 
road Company pay higher wages, as a rule, to its 
employes than are ay by its neighboring roads. 
They are paid ut e trip, but when delayed for 
causes beyond their own control they are paid extra, 

seventh—The men are not overworked, as the 
system of paying by the trip instead of by the 
month removes from the company all temptation 
to overwork them. This custom of paying by the 
trip isin vogue on the trunk lines and on all the 
principal railroads of the country. 

Lighth—All delays in the receipt of freight by 
parties in New-England do not occur on the New- 
York and New-England Railroad, but aro often the 
result of delays on the roads from which the New- 
York and New-Ergland Railroad receives its busi- 
ness, yet as the point of delay cannot be known to 
the consignee the New-York and New-England 
Railroad has been blamed frequently for delays 
which were not occasioned either by its fault or 
want of facilities for doing the business promptly. 

Finally, permit me to say that this road is not 
operated in the interest of Mr. Jay Gould or any 
other Director or stockholder as such, nor does 
Mr. Gould exercise any control whatever in refer- 
ence to its administration, its financial, or other 
affairs. He has never attended but two meetings 
of our Directors, and is too busy a man to give his 
time to this road; in fact, as above stated, he has 
not done so, and the road is exclusively operated 
for the benefit of the stockholders as a class and 
its patrons upon the broad principle that their re- 
lations are independent, and that without good 
accommodations and good service neither the 
interest of the road nor of its patrons will 
be properly subserved. The fact is that this 
road is in a highly prosperous condition; its 
business is growing most rapidly, and it has in- 
creased its facilities in every direction in order to 
meet the demands made upon them. We have ex- 
pended within the last four years $4,000,000 in new 
engines, cars, additional land for side track, double 
track, elevator, &c., and it is believed that this is a 
larger sum than has been expended upon similiar 
work by all the other railroads put together in the 
State of Connecticut. 

We feel deeply the injustice of such an article as 
the one you have published, and do not doubt you 
will publish this simple statement of facts. The 
managers of the New-York and New-England Rail- 
road Company are prepared to substantiate all the 
above statements.

The daily Newport News of Sept. 19 
Dr. Peters’s articles in Tue 
false and slanderous, &c. 

I take it for granted that every intelligent person 
who has visited Newport knows that there are 
great sanitary evils there, and I believe froma 
slight conversation I had with you lately that you 
agree with that opinion. I append the following 
letter from Dr. Storer. J. C. PETERS. 

Newport, Sept, 15, 1882 

It is generally understood in Newport, from an 
intimation to that effect in the /aily Newe, that 
that paper was being boycotted. [Although these 
are idle fears.] We have, therefore, to sympathize 
with its unfortunate proprietors. 

You will be giad to hear, however, that there is 
more prospect of a Board of Health, names even 
being mentioned by those who have been most de- 
cidedly in opposition. You will rejoice to know, 
also, that among these names, which are all con- 
servatives, (your pupils,) is that ot our good friend, 
Dr. Turner. To have any sort of a board at all 
will be a great point gained. 

But the editor of the Daily Newport News is 
strongly with me in favor of a reaily competent 
good Board of Health, material almost of the 
very best of which exists in abundance in New- 
port. Conservatives like those who have al- 
lowed the town of Newport to get into 
its present sad condition, and who, of course, do 
not know how to get it out of it, should stand: 
aside. Sanitarians and sanitarian engineers, Jong 
permanently resident in Newport, can put that 
otherwise beautiful town in very respectable if 
not complete sanitary order before the next Sum- 
mer season commences, and give it a true and 
clean bill of health. It is not wise to delay. The 
best business men of the town. as well as the cliff 
people, are moving for a full municipal reform. 

Dr. Storer also writes me: 

Mr. 8., who subscribed so largely for sanitation 
alone, has now given his influence to Col. H.'s 
scheme, which aims at other things in addition to 
sanitation. I aminclined to think he will confine 
all his assistance to that general direction, which 
includes all the grievances and nuisances of New 
port.

Advertisements which mect the eye in so 
many of our newspapers, both City and country, 
for women to take light work home, can be sent 
by mail, no canvassing, but good salaries guaran 
teed, address, &c. A lady of comfortable means 
and a desire to know how her poorer sisters in the 
world can get a living has answered a number of 
these advertisements for the last two years, with 
very little satisfaction to herself. She has taken 
at random those from ‘New-York, Boston, Fall 

River, Portiand, and other intermediate towns, with 

the some unfailing result. She answers the adver- 
tisement that brings a reply requiring from one 
to five stamps, or $1, to guard the advertisers 
against fraud,.or the victim is reguired to buy her 
materials of the firm, materials amounting to $2 or 
$3. Then they will send the work, and if it suits 
them, will pay for it weekly. Some firms forbid 
sending a registered letter, ** preferring to take the 
risk themselves.” In no case have they been heard 
from after the dollar is sent. 

Is it not time these men ceased to get a living off 
of poor gullible women? Can nothing be done to 
stop this contemp’ible traffic? You may say, if 
women are foolish enough to answer and send 
their money, it isno matter. Sometimes it may be 
80, but there are scores of poor women trying every 
way to eke out a subsistence, who perhaps sink a 
dollar which may represent many hours of hard 
labor ora denying of some great necessity. It can- 
not be supposed the law will ever reach these men, 
for their victims are too humble to ever seek re- 
dress. Can no way be devised to punish these of- 
fenders and protect poor women?

PENETRATING A CEYLON JUNGLZ. 
From the Manchester Courier. 

Prof. Haeckel has been giving in the German 
Rundschau an account of his travels in Ceylon, and 
recently he described his first attempt to penetrate 
a Ceylonjungle. He found it tocorrespond to the 
idea of a primeval forest with its dense and im- 
penetrable mass of trees of all kinds, surrounded 
and overgrown bya wilderness of creeping and 
climbing plants, of ferns, orchids, and other para- 
sites, so thickly intertwined as to convince the 
traveler of the impossibility of his undertaking ex. 
cept with the aid of axe and fire. After a 


prolonged struggle he was fain to make good 
his retreat, stung by mosquitoes, bitten by ants, 
with torn clothes, amd arms and legs bleeding 
from the thorns and* prickles with which 
the climbing palm (Calamus,) the climbing 
hibiscus. the euphorbia, and a multitude of other 
jungle plants, repulsed every attack made on their 
impenetrable labyrinth. ‘But the attempt,” 
observes the Professor, *‘had not been made alto« 
gether in vain, for it enabled me to gain a very fais 
idea of the jungle asa whole, more especially of

Here I saw the magnificent gloriosq 
superba, the poisonous climbing lily of Ceylon, with 
its red and amber flowers; the prickly hibiscus 
radiatus, with large, cup-shape, brimstone-colored 
flowers, deepening to violetin the hollow; while 
around them fluttered gigantic black butterflieg 
with blood-red spots on their tail-shaped wings, and 
chafers and dragon-flies flew past with a metallia 
gleam. But mv delight reached its height when on 
this my first attempt to penetrate a jungle in Cey- 
lon I came across the two most characteristic of its. 
inhabitants from among the higher classes of ani- 
mals—parrots and apes, A flock of green parrots 
flew screeching from a lofty tree, as they became 
aware of the gun in my hand, and at the sama 
moment a herd of great black apes sprang with a 
growling cry into the thicket. I did not sueceed 
in getting a shot at either one or the other; they 
appeared to be toe familiar with the look of a gun. 
I was consoled, however, by securing with my first 
shot a colossal lizard, or iguana, six feet long, of a 
kind held in much awe by the superstitious natives, 
(Hydrosaurus saivator.) The huge, crocodile-like 
beast was sunning himself on the edge of a water-

powers. No assurance is given even 
that the purpose of the Railroad Com- 
mission act should be adhered to and hon- 
estly carried out. The action of the con- 


vention was determined by the corruption or 
coercion of the primary elections of the peo- 


ple and the defeat of their purpose, but the 
cynical committee resolved that these 
*“sources of the political action of the peo- 
ple’’ should be surrounded by “‘ all possible 


sateguards’’ and their ‘* purity and honesty’’ 
secured by stringent legislation, The question 


of free canals was evaded with a queer 
recommendation to the people to think about 
it carefully and express their judgment and 
wishes freely. This is certainly a liberal 
and kindly spirit in which to deal with pub- 


lic questions involving a change in the fun- 
damental law. A similar non-committal 


tone is adopted in reference to the ‘‘ subject 
of liquors’? on which there are ‘‘ varying 
opinions,’’ but propositions on that subject 
do not happen to be in this State, as the 
committee assumes, ‘‘ propositions for a 
change in the fundamental law.” Just now 
the ‘‘ subject of liquors’’ is not agitating the 
minds of the people of this State to any 
great extent. 

It was quite proper that the Republicens 
of the Empire State should, through their 
delegates, define their position in regard to 
important national issues. There is no 
question in which this State has a higher 
interest than that of revising the tariff, and 
there is no State which has a higher interest 
in that question than New-York. How

The disappointment produced by the out- 
come of the Saratoga Convention will not be 
confined to the ticket which it put in nomi- 
nation. It will hardly attach at all to the per- 
sonal character or individual merits of the 
candidates. It arises from the fact that the 
spontaneous forces of the party, springing 
from the convictions and wishes of the mass 
of its members, were suppressed by the 
energy of a political machine  oper- 
ated with the influence and patronage 
of the national Administration as its chief 
motive power. Neither the ticket nor the 
platform was the offspring of Republican 
sentiment in the State of New-York. They 
were machine-made, and imposed upon 
the party. It remains to be seen whether it 
can win at the election notwithstanding this 
rigid suppression of its proper vitality. 


THE SITUATION AT SYRACUSE. 


There is another turn in the Democratic 
kaleidoscope. On Wednesday, while the re- 
sult of the deliberations of the Republican 
convention in Saratoga was yet in abeyance, 
the Syracuse Democrats were disposed to 
concede everything for the sake of har- 
mony. It was a foregone conclusion that 
Tammany would be admitted. The only 
doubtful part of the business was the ad- 
justment of the terms on which all of the 
contending delegates from New- York should 
meet on the floor of the convention and 
exchange congratulations on the im- 
proved condition of the Democratic 
Party and the certainty of victory.

THE CZAR'S CORONATION. 


There is a curious uncertainty about the 
object of the Czar’s visit to Moscow. Less 
than a month ago the most contradictory re- 
ports were circulating in St. Petersburg and 
other European capitals as to the date of the 
coronation. On the one hand it was posi- 
tively asserted that the ceremony would take 
place during the present month. On the 
other we were told that ‘ the representa- 
tive of a great power’’ had asked the Gov- 
ernment at St. Petersburg whether he ought 
to engage rooms at Moscow “‘this Autumn,”’ 
and was informed that the coronation ‘‘ cer- 
tainly would not take place before next 
May.’’ Soin the dispatch announcing the 
departure of the imperial party for Moscow 
it was said that the Czar had ‘‘ most proba- 
bly’”’ gone there for coronation, but that all 
particulars. as to the date of the ceremony 
were kept secret. One thing, however, 
is certain, ALEXANDER III. has actually 
emerged from obscurity and_ efface- 
ment and has appeared before his subjects 
in the streets of the old Moscovite city. For 
eighteen months he has been to most of his 
people a mythical Czar, a mere name with- 
out embodiment in flesh. When he stirred 
abroad, they were driven from the streets 
through which he passed. If he traveled by 
rail, false reports of the hour of his depart- 
ure and of his destination were officially 
promulgated in order that his actual move- 
ments might be shrouded in secrecy. But 
for the most part he has shut himself up at 
Gatschina. 

More than the customary precautions were 
taken to guard the person of his Imperial 
Majesty from harm in his journey to Mos- 
cow. He left St. Petersburg on Tuesday 
night. Railway traffic was suspended, the 
line was guarded by troops, the telegraph 
was cut, and every real or imagined source 
of danger was carefully provided against. 
This is not a cheerful way to 
go about so joyous and magnificent 
an affair as a coronation, but his 
hunted majesty is forced to adopt the tac- 
tics of his enemies. The Nihilists work 
always by stealth and duskiest indirection, 
The Czar must needs be equally mysterious 
if he would. escape their knives and 
pistols, bombs and poison. But the man- 
ner of his reception in Moscow is said 
to everything that the 
heart monarch could desire. His 
loyal subjects crowded the streets so densely

LOST BALLS. 
The question what becomes of the pins 
has never yet been answered, but it is by no 


means the most diffleult question that could 


be asked. The pin is one of the most timid of 


all objects, and itsform fits it for easily con- 
cealing itself. 


potheses which might be suggested, any one 
of which would furnish a reasonably satis- 
factory explanation of what becomes of the 


pins. Far more difficult is the question 
what becomes of the lost balls. There is 
here amystery that seems almost inscrutable, 
and} which has hitherto utterly baffied the 
most tireless and earnest explorer. 

There are in this country, according to the 
last census, about 8,250,000 small boys. Of 
these fully one-half play ball, and if we as- 
sume that every ball-player loses one ball 
annually, our small boys lose an aggregate 
quantity of 4,125,000 balls every year. To 
these must he added the craauet.halls lost 


In fact there are various hy-. 


by girls, and the lawn-tennis and base balls 
lost by young men and young women. We 
shall certainly be within the mark if we as- 
sume that fully 1,000,000 balls belonging to 
the three latter classes are annually lost. 
Thus we find that the annual number of balls 
lost in the United States every year is atleast 
five million. 

Of these the number of balls that are found 
after having been once thoroughly iost is 
very small. There are no absolutely trust- 
worthy statistics as to this branch of the sub- 
ject, but careful inquiries made in different 
parts of the country warrant the belief that 
not more than 163 balls are found in the 
course of any one year. This number is so 
small that’it may be practically disregarded, 
and we are justified in saying that the five 
millions of balls annually lost are lost totally 
and forever. 

The manner in which lost balls become 
iost is familiar to us all. A ball is thrown 
or struck and apparently fallsto the ground; 
the eager searcher hastens to the place 
where it disappeared and hunts for it 
on his knees. It cannot be found. If it ap- 
parently fell in a grassy spot the searcher 
imagines that it is somewhere concealed un- 
der the grass, but in the absence of grass he 
can frame no theory to explain its disap- 
pearance. Balls have fallen into small paved 
court-yards where there was not the slight- 
est object behind or under which the balls 
could conceal themselves, but no amount of 
searching has been rewarded by their re- 
covery, and balls disappear on graveled 
roads or hard clay ball-grounds as certainly 
as they would were they tossed into a field 
of grass or oats. 

Arrows shot at atarget are temporarily 
lost whenever they miss the target, but they 
are always found again without any trou- 
ble. The marble resembles a ball in shape 
and is much smaller, but it is very seldom 
that a boy loses a marble. On the other 
hand, a ball that falls—or apparently falls— 
amid high grass, and that ought, one would 
think, to be found by cutting away the 
grass, is never found in any circumstances. 
In a field near West Ibrahim, Ohio, of 
less than an acre in extent, and covered 
with high grass, no less than three hundred 
and twenty-seven balls, by actual count, 
were lost between the 27th of June and the 
1ith of August last. Onthe 12th of August 
the field was carefully mowed, and not a 
ball was found, although the cut grass and 
the bared ground were searched with the ut- 
most care. 

It is estimated that about one hundred 
thousand balls per annum accidentally go 
through the window and 
are confiscated by indignant housewives. 
These balls are never seen again, but it is 
open to any one to allege that they are 
burned, or otherwise destroyed by those by 
whom they are confiscated. Also it is safe 
to say that two hundred thousand balls per 
annum are stolen—or, if that is too severe 
a word, taken possession of—by the old gen- 
tleman living next door to the ball-ground, 
and having an exaggerated love of quiet 
and of unbroken window. These balls 
may also be destroyed, as a matter either of 
vengeance or of precaution. A very small 
number of balls, say one or two thousand, 
are carried off and worried by dogs, but an 
enormous majority of the five million of lost 
balls disappear without leaving us 
slightest clue to their final destinations. 

If these balls remain on the surface of the 
earth, then our globe is steadily growing in 
Four-fifths of them are hollow rub- 
ber balls, and in that shape occupy twenty 
times the room that the rawrubber of which 
they are made originally occupied. Of 
course, the solid balls—such as base-balls 
and croquet-balls—occupy no more space as 
balls than was occupied by the materials of 
which they are made, but these form, as has 
been said, not more than one-fifth of the 
total number of lost balls. If four million 
rubber balls should be placed on the surface 
of the earth and covered with mold and fallen 
leaves they would be sufficient to raise the 
continent of North America one inch above 
its ordinary height. Now, if this is what 
really takes place every year it follows that 
North America is steadily growing. A like 
growth is probably taking place all over 
Europe ' and wherever are in use. 
Thus the whole earth is growing; by its 
increased growth it offers increased resistance 
to the ether of space; its speed in its orbit 
is thereby lessened, and as the centripetal 
force exerted upon it by the sun increases in 
proportion to the lessening of the earth’s 
speed, it follows that the annual! loss of four 
millions of rubber balis is actually hastening 
the day when the earth will fall into the sun. 

As an escape from this terrible fate it has 
been suggested that lost balls pass out of the 
sphere of the earth’s attraction and revolve 
forever around the sun. This is a beautiful 
theory, and it obtains some support from the 
fact that although Sir Isaac NEwtTon dis- 
covered that apples fall to the earth, he made 
no discovery of alike nature in regard to 
balls. Still the theory lacks confirmation, 
and until further discoveries are made we 


must reluctantly admit that we do not know 
what becomes of lost balls.

The Pope of Rome is said to have decided to 


found a library in Rome for the use of Catholic 
scientific students, and especially for the benefit of 
the Pontifical Academy of the Lincei. Several 
private collections have already been acquired, 
among them one that contains a rich collection of 


works on surgery, purchased at a cost of 25,000f. 
There has recently been published by the 


local authorities a careful and true list of the 
drankards who live in the town of Sainte Marie 
aux Mines, in Haute Alsace. The list embraces 31 
persons, of whom the youngest is 23 years of age 
and the oldest 68. All inn-keepers are in future 
forbidden to sel] intoxicating drinks to the persons 


whose names appear on this record. 


It appears that the late Dr. Pusey had given 
grounds for great anxiety to his friends for some 
time previous to his final symptoms of fatal sink- 
ing. He had been several times ina condition of 
dangerous nervous prostration, although he had 
kept up his literary and theological studies when- 
ever he was atallabletodoso, During the past 
Summer he passed most of his time-at the Con- 
valescent Hospital of Ascot Priory. 


Some one has found in one of Eckermann’s 
books a record of a conversation he had in 1826 
with Goethe on the subject of ship canals. Goethe, 
he says, showed a special interest in Humboldt’s 
idea of piercing the Isthmus of Panama, and fur- 
ther said: ‘It isa necessity for the United States 
that American merchantmen and men-of-war 
should be able to set sail straight into the Pacific 
from the Bay of Mexico, and I feel sure that they 
will accomplish it. I should wish to live to see it; 
but that will not happen. Secondly, I should like 
navigation from the Danube into the Rhine to be 
randered feasible. And. thirdly. I shouid like to 


see the English in possession of a canal across the 
Istnmus of Suez. To live long enough in order to 
witness three such great events it would really be 
worth while to put up with existence for some 50 
years more.” Goethe’s 50 years, it will be ob- 
served, were completed in 1876. 


Reports from Skye indicate that the croftus 
troubles are taking on a still mere Irish character 
than formerly. Two officers recently attempted 
to serve notices of interdict on behalf of a land- 
lord, but so soon as their object was known, the 
women and children, in the absence of the men, 
turned out in a body and compelled them ‘to retire, 
When the men return from fishing it is expected 
that they will make matters worse still, and what 
the landlords will do in that emergency remains a 
question. 


Residents of Woolwich were astonished a 
fortnight ago by the appearance in the atmosphere, 
a considerable distance above the earth, of an im- 
mense cloud of winged insects.

At first 
there appeared a swarm of large flies and then a 
dense host of small drab-colored, light-winged in- 
sects, ‘‘ which filled the air like a misty rain and 
covered the clothing of all who were abroad.”

They assembled at his grave in Pére-la-Chaise in 
the morning, and listened to a discourse by M. La- 
garrigue, of Chill. In the afternoon a meeting was 
held in Comte’s former residence, and in the even- 
ing a banquet was given in the Palais Royal. 
Working men and their wives attended all these 
services. Delegates were present from Spain, Bra- 
zil, Russia, England, and other countries. Frederic 
Harrison was among the Englishmen. 


One of the most extensive tree planters in 
the world is declared by the English journal Land 
to be the Duke of Athole. Every year, it says, he 
plants from 600,000 to 1,000,000 trees. During the 
present season he has covered with trees a planta- 
tion of some 2,000 acres. By the gale which de- 
stroyed the Tay Bridge his plantations were de- 
nuded of 80,000 trees. One of the Dukes of Athole 
is still known as the Planter Duke. Inthe year 
1774, his Dunkeld hills were almost entirely bare, 
and he began to plant ona large scale. Before he 
dicd he had planted 27,000,000 trees, which covered

Anybody enjoying good health, and who is honest, 
sober, and industrious, can make a good living in 
this State.” 


Thirty years ago 15 young Philadelphians, 
members of a fire company, organized a “last 
man’s club.”’ Four of them still survive, the 
eleventh having died on Sunday last. The sur- 
vivors have had a supper together annually on 
the 2d of January, at each supper plates be- 
ing laid for the full original number. At the last 
supper Rebert Riddle, who has just died, pre- 
sided, and a wager was made that he woulc, as had 
all the other Presidents of the club, die before the 
other members. In view of the fate of the Presi- 


dents of the club, candidates for the position are 
backward about announcing thomselves. 


The Hon. J. D. Tillman has announced him-

THE QUESTION—THE ANXIOUS CANDI- 
DATES. 


SyRacusE, Sept. 21.—The Democratic 
State Convention assembled in a dark and 
dingy theatre called the Grand Opera-house at 
noon, and was called to order ty Mr. Man- 
ning, Chairman of the State Committee, who, 
without any preliminary remarks, wamed Ru- 
fus W. Peckham, of Albany, for temporary 
Chairman. The nomination was ratified with- 
out opposition, and Mr. Peckham, on taking 
the chair, made the customary speech on the 
Democratic situation. He began by referring 
to the action of the convention held bere three 
years agoin nominating Lucius Robinson for 
Governor, and the unfortunate split in the 
party that followed that nomination. At the 
mention of Lucius Robinson’s name the con- 
vention broke out into uproarious applause, 
which lasted several minutes. Tammany had 
not got seats in the convention or there would 
have been counter-demonstrations to mar the 
harmony. As it was, the delegates whispered 
among themselves, even while they joined in 


the tribute to Robinson’s memory, that the 
Chairman had made a blunder in recalling that 
unpleasant epoch in the history of the party at 
a time when ** harmony”’ was being proclaimed 
as the watchword. He said: 

What is said by me _ will not be of much im- 
portance. What is done by the convention will be 
of the greatest importance. Three years ago the 
Republican Party nominated for Governor A. B. 
Cornell. The Democratic Party nominated Lucius 
Robinsor, doing what it thought wisest and best 
for the party. But owing to unfortunate divisions 
our candidate was defeated. Mr. Cornell is said 
by many Republicans to have conducted a wise 
administration, but the Republican Party has set 
aside Gov. Cornell, and at the dictation of tne 
Federal Administration Government has nominated 
Charlies J. Folger. He has not been nominated 
on account of his personal power, but because he 
Is the representative of Federal power and Fed- 
eral patronage. Within one year from the deatn 
of Garfield we find that the Federal Adminis:ra- 
tion is forcing a candidate upon the Republicans 
of this State. This is the Democratic opportunity. 
We want to nominate a man here who will draw. 
in addition to the Democratic vote, the vote of 
the half-breed or independent Republicans of the 
State. {Applause.| Never has the Republican 
Party wielded the civil service power more 
basely than since C. A. Arthur became Presi- 
dent by the bullet of an assassin. We 
arraign the Republican Party forits subserviency 
to the money power of the country at the dicta- 
tion of Jay Gould, that arch conspirator of Wall- 
street. With asurplus of millionsin the national 
Treasury, we find that the Republican Party kas re- 
fused to do anything to relieve the tax-payers of 
the couutry. 

The roll of delegates was then called, 
and when New-York City was reached, creden- 
tials were presented from the Tammany Hall, 
Irving Hall, and Purroy delegations, and were 
referred to the Committee on Contested Seats 
when appointed. When the name of Tam- 
many Hall was announced hearty applause 
came up from all parts of the hall, indicating 
clearly that a majority of the convention fa- 
vored the return and recognition of the prodi- 
gais. As soon as the roll-call was completed 
Senator Jacobs opened the contest over the 
rival delegations from New-York by offering 
a resolution that the Committee on Creden- 
tials, comprising one from each Congres- 
sional district, be selected by the dele- 
gates themselves and handed up to the 
Chair. In this way the wishes of the 
majority of the convention with regard to the 
admission of Tammany would find expression. 
Mr. Arnot, of Chemung, moved as a substitute 
that one delegate from each Congressional dis- 
trict, New-York County excepted, should com- 
pose a committee to report a plan for settling 
the New-York difficulty. Te subsequently 
withdrew his substitute on a suggestion from 
Mr. Jacobs that he would so modify his reso- 
lution as to except New-York County. Mr. 
Ecclesine, a County Democracy  dele- 
gate, objected to this or any other plan 
of settling the difficulty different from 
the usual course. He told the _ con- 
vention that there was only one Democratic 
Party in New-York City, and that was the 
County Democracy, who came here with the 
only credentials that were regular and in ac- 
cordance with Democratic usage. 
no occasion and no reason for this convention 
to depart from the usual course, which was to 
refer all contestants to the regular Committee 
on Contested Seats. There was nothing ex- 
ceptional in Tammany’s attitude here to-day, 
and no excuse for the convention to treat her 
differently than heretofore, unless she wished 
to reward treason to the party. 

Mr. Jacobs, in reply, told the convention 
that it was confronted with the stubborn tact 
that 40,000 votes lay behind this Tammany 
organization. Did it want those votes or did 
it not? The Democratic Party was greater 
and nobler than any man or any organization 
in it, and its success was of vastly more im- 
portance than the gratification of the spites 
and revenges and passions of factions or indi- 
viduals. He had no personal reason for liking 
Tammany Hall. He had been persecuted and 
had suffered unjustly by her, but he was pre- 
pared to yield his prejudices and forget his in- 
juries tor the sake of a united and harmonious 
party. Mr. Ecclesine, while complimenting Mr. 
Jacobs for his Christian charity, insisted that 
Tammany’s claim should be disposed of in the 
regular way. James O’Brien, of Irving Hall, 
next took a hand in the fight, and madea long 
speech about past and present troubles of the 
City Democracy. The convention. he said, 
couldnot shut the door against 40,000 Demo- 
cratic voters in New-York, whatever it might 
flo with the delegates who represented them 
here. He charged the County Democracy with 
having acquired its power in New-York, and 

ot possession of the offices by deals with the 

epublicans, and not by the suffrages 
of the Democratic voters of that City. 
Mayor Cooper, he said, was responsible fora 

reat part of it. He himself helped to make 
Mr. Cooper Mayor, because he had the word 
of Samuel J. Tilden that he was all right and 
*he would be responsible for him, Cooper hav- 
ing no standing of his own. This caused great 
laughter. After some further discussion Mr. 
Jacobs's resolution was adopted by a viva voce 
vote, and apparently by a large majority. 

Senator Fitzgerald then took the floor in be- 
half of the County Democrats, and he was 
about to indulge in some unpleasant reminis- 
cences touching the conduct of Tammany 
when he was interrupted by the point of order 
that there was no question before the conven- 
tion, Mr. Jacobs’s resolution having been 
adopted. The point of order was sustained by 
the Chair, and Burke Cochran next entered 
the list for Irving Hall and moved that no 
Congressional district in New-York Coun- 
ty, the whole of which was contest- 
ed in this convention, should name a 
man to serve on the Committee on Credentials 
under Mr. Jacobs’s resolution. He followed up 
his motion with a speech in favor of anion and 
barmony. Mr. Kinsella, of Brooklyn, also 
urged harmony ard said the party must be 
united and that it must be done here. Mr. 
Jacobs offered to modify his resolution so as 
conform it to Mr. Cochran’s motion, but asit to 
had already heen adopted, it could not be done 
except by a new motion. ; 

Leaving Mr. Cochran’s motion and Mr. 
Jacobs’s offer in this condition, the roll of 
Congressional districts was called, and the 
names for the Committee on Credentials were 
banded up. It was then moved that the Com- 
mittees on Resolutions and on Permanent 
Organization be selected in the same way. The 
motion was carried, and thus the Chair was 
deprived of the power of appointing any of 
the committees. The platform committee 
stands as follows:

Meantime Mr. Cochran continued to press 
his motion thatthe committeemen from the con- 
tested districts of New-York should not be al- 
lowed to vote in the Committee on Contested 
Seats. He called for a vote on it, but the vote 
was put off on one pretext or another, and 
had not been taken when the convention ad- 
journed. Mr. Pyburn, of Brooklyn, offered a 
resolution against the contract system in the 
State prisons, which was referred without de- 
bate to the Committee on Resolutions. Mr. 
Kinsella asked and obtained leave to present 
the address of the Anti-Monopolists, which 
they had entrusted toa committee of fifteen

headed by Mr. Kinsella. After reading the 
address from the platform, Mr. Kinsella fol- 
lowed it by a speech in which he told the 
convention that a similar adddress had been 
presented to the Saratoga Conventien, where 
it met with a cold shoulder and the Anti-Mon- 
opolists were repulsed. He trusted that the 
Democratic convention would take advantage 
of this and so act asto win over the vote of 
this growing party. This shrewa attempt to 
turn over the Anti-Monopolists to the keeping 
of the Democratic Party did not appear to ex- 
cite much enthusiasm, for no sooner had Mr. 
Kinsella commenced reading their address 
than delegates began to leave the hall, and by 
the time he had finished his speech very many 
of the seats were empty. The convention, 
after a session of two hours, took a recess until 
to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 

In the course of a very vigorous canvass in 
the interest of Henry W. Slocum, conducted 
by the Kings County delegation with ceaseless 
industry all through Wednesday and far into 
the small hours of this morning, the advocates 
of that particular ‘favorite son’”’ found it ex- 
pedient to direct their attacks especially against 
Mr. Flower, There were two reasons for this 
course. Having no argument of any weight 
to advance in favor of their candidate, it be- 
came absolutely necessary to hide the defi- 
ciency by attacking somebody, and as Flower 
had developed more strength among the dele- 
gates than any of the other aspirants for the 
nomination, it was obviously the part of wis- 
dom to show that he had no strength with the 
voters of the State. Another reason was found 
in the fact that Mr. Kinsella, who has assumed 
the paternity of the Anti-Monopoly movement, 
was engaged ina very delicate operation by 
which he hoped to graft that tender sapling 
on to the ancient Democratic tree, and thus, 
to mix slightly the metaphor, kill two birds 
with the one stone. In other words, he fa- 
vored Slocum and anti-monopoly, hoping to 
identify one with the other, and depending on 
the latter to make up for all the shortcomings of 
the former, ‘That some inroads were made in 
the Flower ranks is certain. Indeed, so great 
was the alarm created that Mr. Flower, in re- 
sponse to a hasty summons, came up from 
New-York and took personal charge of his 
canvass this morning. A fight was at once 
begun on the Kings County man. Gen. Slo- 
cum’s record in connection with Brook- 
lyn men and matters of doubtful re- 
pute was thoroughly -aired during the 
day. The Cooper men, who had been dis- 
heartened by the rapid growth of the Slocum 
boom, brightened up again when Mr, Flower 
began the fighting back process on the Brook- 
lyn candidate and began to speak cheerfully of 
the ex-Mayor’s chances. ‘The advocates of 
Waldo Hutchings tried to start a movement 
in his behalf this afternoon, but it did not 
reach beyond 30 complimentary votes. Gen. 
Slocum and Congressman Flower still hold the 
field as the leading competitors for the nomi- 
nation. 

The adjournment until 1 o’clock to-morrow 
is looked upon as unfavorably affecting Gen. 
Siocum’s chances, It is said here to-night 
that the Kings County men are plaving 
fast and loose with the other delega- 
tions. Mr. Jacobs’s resolution, offered 
in the convention this morning, under which 
the Committee on Credentials was made up 
of one from each Congressional district, 
including the sitting members from New- 
York, is said to have been the re- 
sult of a deal with the County Democracy 
to exclude Tammany altogether, pro- 
vided the sitting delegates would guarantee 
90 delegates to Slocum. The deal fell through 
on the floor of the convention and Mr. Jacobs 
tried to have his own resolution modified so as 
to exclude the representatives of the County 
Democracy from representation on the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. He was unable to 
effect his purpose, however, and _ the 
convention took a recess until this morning 
before a vote could be taken on a motion made 
by Burke Cochran covering the same 
ground. It was rumored here to-night 
that Jay Gould’s man Gallaway, of the 
‘evil eye,’’ had arrived from Saratoga 
with his ‘* boodle,” and that Mr. Flower’s 
chances had gone away up in consequence. 
In an interview with a TIMES reporter to- 
night, ex-Sheriff James O’Brien said em- 
phatically that Mr. Flower was sure to be 
nominated, Mr. Flower had, according to the 
ex-Sheriff, a majority of the delegates, and 
they could not be taken away from him, 

The question, however, that overshadowed 
all others was as to the admission of Tam- 
many. Notwithstanding the talk of harmony 
it became evident yesterday morning that the 
County Democracy, or a very large propor- 
tion of the representatives of that body in 
Syracuse, would vote to exclude Tammany 
altogether if they could have sufficient support 
from the country delegates to carry such a 
prograrome through. As a matter of fact they 
decided, at a caucus held about two hours be- 
fore the convention met, to accept nothing less 
than exclusive recognition. Ata later caucus 
that programme was said to have beer modi- 
fied, but still enough of the feeling 
of bitterness remained to give rise 
to the hot contention which characterized the 

reliminary proceedings of the convention. 

uch comment of a not very favorable char- 
acter has been excited here among the country 
delegates by the persistent advocacy of Tam- 
many Hall’s claims for admission by Gen. 
Slocum’s supporters. It has aroused some 
sympathy with the County Democracy, and 
may possibly have much todo with shaping 
the terms upon which Mr. Kelly and his fol- 
lowers will be admitted. During the after- 
noon the rival New-York factions made dis- 
plays of their strength by marching through 
the streets, headed by bands which emitted 
music calculated to dispel all notions of har- 
mony. The crowds of badge-bedecked states- 
men were about equal in numbers, and the 
country men were to all appearance much im- 
pressed by the dirt and spangies of their city 
brethren. An effort was made to induce Mr. 
Kelly to address the Fourteenth-street braves 
from the balcony of Vanderbilt House, but, 
taking a hint from an air played by one of the 
bands, he preferred to ‘‘ wait until the clouds 
rolled by,” and he was more assured of the 
= which lhe would occupy before the 

emocracy of the State. 

The Committee on Resolutions had a long 
session to-night, and, after listening to various 
delegations representing different views, 
finally agreed upon the foilowing: They re- 
affirm the platform of the convention of 1874; 
arraign the last Republican Congress for its 
shortcomings and extravagance: commend a 
reform in the tariff; favor the immedi- 
ate passage of a civil service reform bill 
by Congress; condemn the assessment of Gov- 
ernment employes for political purposes; 
favor anti-monopoly and an ‘‘equitable dis- 
tribution of the products of labor and 
capital,’ and demand the _ repeal of 
all laws which tend to make _ the 
“‘rich richer and the poor poorer;” favor 
such a diffusion of education as shall provide 
every child with the ‘‘elementary branches of 
knowledge required for earning an honorable 
living,” demand a revision of the laws relating 
to shipping and the carriage of ocean freights, 
so that American citizens shall be per- 
mitted to purchase ships in the cheapest 
market ant sail them under the American 
flag; favor self-government for cities; oppose 
children Jabor in factories; favor laws regu- 
lating primary elections, and also the free 
canal amendment. A delegation of women 
waited upon the committee to ask for a female 
suffrage plank, but failed to get it, The com- 
mittee adopted substantially the principles 
asked for in the address of the Anti-Monopo- 
lists. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
had agreed upon Lester B. Faulkner, of Liv- 
ingston County, as permanent Chairman of 


the convention.

THE RIVAL NEW-YORK FACTIONS. 

The harmony boom which Democrats of 
all factions have talked about so much during 
the past few days received a somewhat severe 
set-back this evening, when the Committee on 
Contested Seats met in the Globe Hotel. The 
final outcome, it is conceded by those who are 
best informed, will be the admission of Tam- 
many, and probably of Irving Hall also, toa 
representation of some sort in the convention, 
but the stings left by the attacks of Kelly’s 
followers on the County Democracy and re- 
turned with interest ,by the latter  can- 
not fail to separate the factions more 
widely when an _ opportunity 1s offered 
to test their strength at the polls. 
The committee first disposed of some minor 
contests, and then took up the case of New- 
York County. The case of Tammany was 
presented by Frank Spinola and Senator 
Grady. Mr. Spinola, while professing to be 
in favor of harmony and the burying of past 
differences, took occasion to launch forth into 
amost violent diatribe against the County 
Democracy. He spoke of its members as dogs 
who lay fawning on Tilden’s doorstep, and as 
men who lied when they claimed to represent 
the Democracy of New-York. Senator Grady 
followed in an ornate speech, which 
was ver intense in its humor. He 
spoke of Tammany JHall as a purifying 
torce in politics, and claimed for it a continu- 
ous and self-sacrificing devotion to the cause 


of honesty and good government since the 
foundation of the Democratic Party. The 


heart of the County Democracy, the Senator 
grandiloquently said, knew not one unselfish 
sentiment, The organization existed for the 
sole purpose of supplying its members with fat 
offices, and {t had basely deceived the State 
Conventionjlast year by falsely i PE 
that it was the majority party in New-Yor 
County. 

Mr. Anderson, for the County Democracy, 
next addressed the committee. His organiza- 
tion claimed representation, he said, on the 
ground of principle and also on the ground of 
expediency. It was willing, however, to sub- 
mit to the verdict of the convention, even 
though it should result in excluding its entire 
delegation, and would work for the ticket as 
heartily as though it had received the exclu- 
sive recognition which it claimed as its 
right. The principle involved reached, 
Mr. Anderson said, the very basis of 
representative party government. The 
County Democracy was not only willing, 
but it asked the State Convention to send 
down a committee to supervise primaries open 
to allthe Democratic factions in New-York, 
but until that was done, the County Democ- 
racy could not concede that any hall organ- 
ization which did not participate in the pri- 
maries ordered by the State Commitee was 
entitled to any representation whatever in the 
State Convention. If Tammany were ad- 
mitted, then a precedent would be established 
under which any hall or organization 
could at any time bring disturbance and 
disorder into the Democratic Party by 
claiming to represent a large number of Dem- 
ocratic voters. Mr. Anderson next addressed 
himself to the question of expediency. He said 
that he had a great respect for John Kelly’s 

rivate life, but he was deliberately of the opin- 
ion that were the Tammany delegates admitted, 
the Democratic Party would lose a thousand 
Democratic votes for every step John Kelly took 
up the hall in which the convention was held. 
The County Democrats had never forgotten, 
and would never forgive, the treachery of John 
Kelly in 1879, when he bolted the Democratic 
Convention and, in this city of Syracuse, 
made that memorable speech in which he 
declared that he would run for Governor, 
not with any hope of being elected, but in 
order to beat Lucius Robinson. The Democ- 
racy of the State would not forget that after 
the Democrats of New-York County had sent 
a Democratic delegation to the Senate John 
Kelly had dickered with the Republicans and 
that three miserable votes had been bought. 

At this point Senator Grady violently inter- 
rupted the speaker and demauded to be heard. 
Mr. Anderson said he would not permit bim- 
self to beinterrupted. ‘‘I will interrupt you 
later if you say 1 was bought,’ shouted 
Gracy, in a defiant voice, across the room. 
Mr. Anderson explained that he did not mean 
to say that Senator Grady had been bought 
for money, because he had no evidence of the 
fact, but that there was a political considera- 
tion of some sort was self-evident. Sena- 
tor Boyd followed with a _ personal 
explanation which resolved itself into a 
simple denial that he was bought 
and a defiance to the world in general to prove 
that he could bebought. The Senator touched 
on the Anti-Monopoly question and urged, with- 
out attempting to show the connection, that 
Tammany should be admitted because such an 
issue was before the people. Messrs. Coch- 
ran, Brooks, and Curtis addressed the com- 
mittee on behalf of Irving Hall, and 
Messrs. Olney, Fitzgerald, and Ecclesine 
for the County Democracy, reiterating in 
the main the arguments used by the speakers 
who had already pleaded for the admission of 
these organizations. The committee took a 
recess for three-quarters of an hour, a few 
minutes after 11 o'clock, to allow time for the 
construction of a plan of representation to 
which the contesting delegates could agree. 
Before the recess the contest in the First Dis- 
trict of Oneida was decided in favor of the 
sitting members. 

Atter the recess one of the country members 
of the Committee on Credentials submitted the 
following, as a basis of representation upon 
which all the contesting delegations from New- 
York County ought to be admitted : TheCounty 
Democracy to have 36 votes, Tammany Hall 24, 
and Irving Hall 12. The representatives of 
the County Democracy submitted another prop- 
osition as follows: Tammany to have one- 
third and the County Democracy the remain- 
der of the delegation. Both plans are under 
discussion. Reports from the committee-room 
are to the effect that the former proposition 
will be adopted. 

At 1:30 o’clock this morning the Committee 
on Credentials finally decided to admit the 
contesting delegations from New-York on the 
following basis: County Democracy, 38; ‘lam- 
many Hall, 24, and Irving Hall, 10.

PRINCIPLES. 
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PLATFORM ADOPTED BY THE NATIONAL AS- 
BOCIATION—OFFICERS ELECTED. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 21.—The National Dis- 
tillers and Liquor-dealers’ Association adjourned 
this afternoon after having completed reorganiza- 
tion. The following is the association’s declara- 
tion of principles: 

Whereas, We have, by yielding obedience to the 
most oppressive laws Imposed on any business inter- 
est in the country, given abundant evidence of our be- 
ing a law-abiding community of citizens, 

Resolved, That we are in favor of yielding equal 
obedience to the unwritten law of the land, which ini- 
pels sobriety, good order, and respect for the opinions 
and customa of all good citizens. 

Resolved, That we are in favor of the Bale of spirits 
being placed on the same footing as other merchan- 
dise. 

Resolved, further, That we favor a judictous licenso 
system throughout the country. which shalt equally 
benefit the Government and afford us protection, and 
the enforcement of all laws pertaining to the proper 
government of citiesand towns. Weoppose fanaticism 
and prohibition as detrimental to the rights of a ma- 
jority of American citizens, aud consider it the duty 
of all members of this association tooppose such legia- 
lation at all places and times. We make no political 
ties or requirementa os an association, but leave it to 
the members to act according to their own judgment 
and interest. 

The organization of the association gives the 
new body the name.of the National Spirits and 
Wine Association of the United States. Any per- 
son, firm, or corporation may become a member if 
engaged in the manufacture or sale of wine, spirits, 
or liquors. The management is confided to a board 
of 25 Directors. Among the duties designated as 


pertaining to this board is that of employing all 
legitimate means to check extreme and irrational 
tendencies of fanaticism and intolerance, and to 
correct public sentiment when it is found to be in- 
imical to the business interests of members of the 
association. The board is also to reform all abuses 
calculated to arouse and justify such feeling of 
hostility. When national legislation affecting the 
business of members of the association is to 
be considered a vote of all members is to 
be taken, and in caso two-thirds agree 
upon any plan then tne board shall take 
such measures as it may deem necessary 
tosecure such legisiation, but not more than 
15 per cent. of the funds for any one year ehall be 
expended in this way. The Board of Directors or- 
ganized by the election of George T. Stagg. of 
St. Louis, as President; W. J. Friday, of Pittsburg, 
as First Vice-President; Philip Zell, of Peoria, as 
Second Vice-President; J. T. Pratt, of Chicago, as 
Secretary, and Edwin Stevens, of Cincinnati, as 
Treasurer.

IRON MILLS RESUMING WORK. 

PrirTTsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 21.—The differ- 
ences between the manfacturers and iron-work- 
ers having been settled, a large number of the 
mills started up with a full complement of men 
to-day, and the balance will be in operation by 
next Monday. The best feeling exists between the 
employers and employes, and all sides appear to 
pe glad that the strike is over. In the blooming 
department of the Bessemer steel company at 
Homestead, where a strike occurred several 
months ago, the men refused to work to-day be- 
cause the management discharged Critchlow, who 


attacked Fowley during an incipient riot. Fowley, 
who was a non-union man, shot Critchlow, and has 
since been at work at the miil, and was present 
this morning when the union men went to work.

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A SEVERE STRAIN UPON THE PARTY ORGAN-

So it has dared to 
insult every friend of Garfield by the ostracism it 
has enforced upon such of them—there are some 
left—as refused to surrender the memories of 1881. 
So it has displayed glittering bribes where it could 
not dragoon or undermine. And all this, that 
President Arthur may make ready in New-York to 
capture the next Presidential nomination. It is 
asking a great deal of the yay geen Party to de- 
mand that it permit itselt to be used for such pur- 
poses under such circumstances. We have re- 
viewed some episodes in Secretary Folger’s of- 
ficial life which led us to ‘believe that his nomina- 
tion would be particularly unfortunate just at this 
time, without any reference to the fact that it was 
the Adniinistration, and not the people, which 
sought to nominate him. That he has the ability 
and the experience to make a most excellent Gov- 
ernor is happily beyond dispute. In both these 
respects; there has probably never been an Execu- 
tive in this State who was more admirably 
equipped than {is Charles J. Folger. It will bea 
pleasure to dwell upon this fact during the brief 
canvass that is now before us. 


JUDGE FOLGER AND THE MONOPOLIES. 
From the Binghamton Republican. 

In the Senate Judge Folger’s conservative 
course as Chairman of the Judiciary Committee 
stood out boldly in strong contrast with the action 
of some of his predecessors. He was the one man 
above all others in the Senate feared by all legis- 


lative jobbers. In the memorable contest between 
Commodore Vanderbilt and the Erie Railroad 
Company Judge Folger took a prominent part 
against the New-York Central and its railroad 
king, taking the ground that it was against public 
policy for competing roads to be controlled by the 
same interest, and that pubilc interests would be 
best served by all competing roads being con- 
trolled by antagonistic interests, and the keeping 
up of a constant, healthy competition. He was 
bold in his opposition to monopolies, pointing out 
the dangers that would hereafter arise to the coun- 
try from them. He championed the bill passed at 
that session preventing the consolidation of 
competing lines of railroads, and probibiting a Di- 
rector of one road becoming a Director in a com- 
peting line. The fight was one of the most noted 
that ever took place in a Legislature. The inter- 
ext was vast, and, according to reports, as bigh as 
$50,000 was paid bv the -railroad magnates fora 
vote of a Senator, butin all che scandal and investi- 
gation that followed, sustaining many of the stories, 
not a whisper was ever raised against the integrity 
of Mr. Folger. He fought on principle against mo- 
nopolies, and succeded in placing upon the statute- 
books a law that has since proved a wholesome 
one in maintaining competition and competing 
railroad lines. Another noted point was the bold 
position taken and the fierce fight made on Tweed's 
tax levies for New-York City, extending the ses- 
sionin one instance three days, and maintaining 
the contest rather than yield a point. 


LOOKING FOR DEFEAT AFTER TREACHERY.

Plain words are best. The Saratoga Con- 
vention has signally failed to respond to the sent! 
ment of the Republican Party. The convention 
which evolved the nomination.of Folger last night

THE OUTLOOK IN THE CONGRESSIONAL 
FIELD—KELLOGG’S METHODS. 

Nrw-Or.EAns, Sept. 21.—The First and 
Second District Republicans will meet on Monday 
and nominate candidates for Congress. In the 
Third District a bitter war of words has opened 
between the rival Republicans, Kellogg and Beattie, 
while Acklen, the Democratic candidate, is making 
a quiet canvass, in which he is distributing a great 
deal of money in an effective way. Kellogg’s as- 
sessment of 60 per cent. of the last month’s 
pay of all Government employes did not 
meet with a ready response, and the de- 
mand was finally changed to three monthly 


installments of 20 per cent. each, with but little bet- 
ter success. United States Assistant Treasurer 
Flanders and Mr. Jones, of the Mint, are leading 
the opposition to this exaction, and the underlings 
are not slow to follow their example. Kellogg 
meantime is urgent in his demand for the money. 
It is alleged he depleted the State campaign treas- 
ury of $6,000 to secure his nomination. Ex-Con- 
gressman Darrell, the sitting member, will take 
the field at once for Beattie. This combination 
will be a strong one against Kellogg. They will 
wage a bitter war in every section of the district, 
while Kellogg labors under the disadvantage of 
being a total stranger in the district. 

In the Fifth District Gen. MoMillen will open his 
campaign in Monroe on Oct. 1. The Hon. J. R. 
Beckwith, who as District Attorney caused the 
conviction of the whisky ring in 1875, for which he 
was removed from office by President Grant at the 
instance of his brother-in-law Casey, will help Mc- 
Millen make his canvass, as will also ex-Gov. Flan- 
ders. McMillen will visit every parish in his dis- 
trict, and is promised fair play in the canvass. If 
this promise is kept his election is assured. 

In the Sixth District,in which Gen. Souer was nom- 
inated by the Baton Rouge Convention, another 
body met and nominated Louis Trager, of Concor- 
dia. Thisisa movement to make sure the elec- 
tion of Herron, the Democratic candidate, by di- 
viding the Republican vote, Trager being a mem- 
ber of what is known as the penitentiary ring, who 
are working convicts’ labor on leased plantations 
and require all the political influence they can 
command with the dominant Democracy to pre- 
vent the enforcement of the law which they vio- 
Jate in their methods of money-making. The fact 
that Trager is a non-resident in the district, and 
the proof of his having used money in the conven- 
tion to corrupt the delegates, will, however, lead 
the State Committee to repudiate his pretensions. 

It is probable now that the Hon. William M. 
Burwell, a native Virginian and a Confederate Re- 
publican, will receive the Republican nomination 
in the First District. In case he does he will chal- 
lenge the Democratic nominee, the Hon. Carleton 
Huut, to a joint debate which, if the latter agrees, 
will furnish much entertainment, as Burwell is one 
of the readiest debaters and soundest logicians in 
the country, while Hunt is a lawyer of fine deport- 
ment and no mean ability.

LAYING THE CORNER-STONE OF THE COR- 
NELL METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
In the broad glare of a calcium light the 

corner-stone of an edifice for the Cornell Memorial 

Methodist Episcopal Church, in East Seventy-sixth- 

street, between Second and Third avenues, was 

laid at 10:30 o’clock last night. The street was 
filled with people, even at that late hour. Mr. 

John B. Cornell, the iron manufacturer, and a 

brother of the late William W. Cornell, after 

whom the church is named, presided at the exer- 
cises, and uttered the formal words of invocation 


attending the laying of the stone. The exercises 
were closed with the doxology and a benediction. 
Services had been previous'y held in the chapel 
adjoining on the east, and on the platform there 
were the Rev. Wellesley W. Bowdish, the Pastor; 
the Rev. W. T. Hill, Presiding Elder of the 
District; the Rev. A. C. Bowdish, of Bridgehamp- 
ton, Long Island; the Rey, John Johns, of the 
Second-Avenue Church; the Rev. Dr. Chadwick, of 
the Central Chureb; the Rey. Dr. Streeter, of the 
Beekman Hill Church; the Rev. Dr. A. J. Palmer, 
of the Eighty-sixth-Street Church; the Rev. Willie 
Burt, of Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. Haviland, the Rev. 
Dr. James Buckley, the Rey. Dr. George E. Stro- 
bridge, and the Rev. Dr. A. K. Sanford. In the 
audience were the Hon. Thomas B. Toppam, 
Frank E. Trowbridge, W. H. Faulkner, 8S. B. 
Goodenough, Edward Kilpatrick, and Morris H. 
Smith. 

‘The new edifice is to be 77 feet front and 100 
deep and 56 feet high tothe apexof theroof. It 
will be of brown-stone, with light stone trimmings 
and cathedral stained-glass windows, and will’ cost 
$40,000, exclusive of the lot, organ, and furniture. 
It will seat 1,200 and hold 1,500in the auditorium 
and gallery, and will be completed in April next. 
The chapel was erected 11 years ago, when the so- 
clety was known as the East Side Church. The 
late Mr. Cornell was President of the New-York 
City Church Extension and Missionary So- 
clety, and the name of the church - was 
changed after his death. The society was 
organized April 4, 1869. The Sunday-school was 
organized Nov. 15, 1868, and from it the church 
grew. The school was first held in a grocery store 
on Second-avenue and next in a carpenter's shop. 
The church was practically built by the Sunday- 
school, which, when it started it, had 68 pupils and 
12 teachers. Eight of the former and five of the 
latter are still connected with the church. The 
Sunday-school membership now numbers 1,235, 
and is the largest in the Methodist @enomination. 
The membership of the churcn is 425. There is an 
industrial school connected with the church. A 
subscription amounting to $2,000 was taken up at 
the meeting last night.

THE THUNDER-STORM. 

During the heavy thunder-storm which be- 
gan about4o'’clock yesterday morning a loud ex- 
plosion was heard, following immediately after a 
vivid flash of lightning. The noise was not a-pro- 
longed roll, but rather a sudden erash like the dis- 
charge of acannon. The sound was heard all over 
the City, and many persons were awakened by it. 
The phenomenon was undoubtedly the work of 
the elements. No destruction, however, seems to 
have been caused by the explosion. The amount 
of rain which fell during the thunder-storm of 
yesterday morning was .78 of aninch. The rain- 
fall auring the rest of the day was unappreciable. 

An extraordinary storm of rain, accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, passed over Paterson, N. Jd., 
about 4:30 yesterday morning, rain falling toa 
depth of .82 of an inch in half an hour. 
The lightning struck the sidewalk at the 
cerner of Main and River streets, falling in 
a ball of blinding Nght the size of a man’s head, 
bursting into a number of fragments as big as 
one’s fist, which blazed and burned in the wet for 
a full minute, with all the brilliancy of electric 
lights, so that several pelicemen came running 
from considerable distanoes, thinking there was a 
fire. This extraordinary phenomenon was wit- 
nessed by a policeman and half a dozen or more 
spectators who stood across the street at the time, 
all being stunned momentarily by the shock. Five 
telephone wires were struck by the electric fluid, 
which ran into the heuses of the persous con- 
nectyd,. and exploded from the telephones with a 
report like a musket discharge, filling the houses 
with sulphur fumes. Dr. Hurd, Assistant City 
Physician, has a gong connected with the tele- 
phone over his bed. He was awakened by the 
loud discharge, and when he recovered his pres- 
ence of mind found himself out in the kitchen of 
his house.. The house of Mr. Crowell, of the 
Guardian newspaper, was filled by a ball of fire, 
which burst into innumerable small sparks that 
snapped like pistol shots.

A VILLAGE TO BE SOLD. 

EAsSTon, Penn., Sept. 21.—On Oct. 14 Sher- 
iff Herman, of this county, will sell the land em- 
braced in the village of Hottelsville, near Bethle- 
hem.

RACING ON A HEAVY TRACK 


SMALL FIELDS ON THE SHEEPS.- 
HEAD BAY COURSE YESTERDAY. 
SIX CONTESTS WITNESSED BY A SMALL NUM- 

BER OF SPECTATORS—LITTLE PHIL, 
RAMBLER, PEAEL JENNINGS, IDA B., 
M’CULLOUGH, AND BONHAM THE WIN- 

NERS. 

The weather yesterday being stormy, the at- 
tendance at the races of the Coney Island J ockey 
Club was comparatively light. The track was very 
heavy, and in consequence many of the entries 
were scratched, leaving but small fields in the sev- 
eral events. The racing, however, was quite good, 
and the honors were equally divided between field 
and favorites, three of the latter succeeding in 
getting home first. Yhere was no delay between 


the races, and the crowd was sent home in good 
time. Details follow: 
THE THREE-QUARTERS, 

The proceedings opened with a spin of three- 
quarters of a mile for a purse of $500; the winner 
to be sold at auction for $2,500. Six horses had 
been entered, but only four came to the post. 
These were R. Bradley’s blk. g. Blackmore, 4 years, 
for $800, 91 pounds, (Cunningham;) E. Heffner’s b.

Jn the books 
it Was even against Little Phil, six to five against 
Valparaiso, six to one against Navarro, and twelve 
to one against Blackmore. A good start was 
effected from the quarter pole, Little Phil being 
slightly in front, but as they ran’along the back 
Btretch Valparaiso pushed forward and cut out the 
pace, and he was half a length in front of the rest, 
who were on even terms.

The second race was a handicap sweepstakes for

added, the second to receive $100 out of the stakes. 
The distance was one mile and a quarter. Fer this 
there were three competitors. The Old Mill stable’s 
b.c. Rambier, 87 pounds, (Cunningham;) Dwyer 
Brothers’ b. g. Blenheim, 90 pounds, (Haggerty,) 
and FE. V. Snedeker & Uo.’s b. f. Miss Lumley, 93 
sounds, (M. Donahue.) In the pools Blenheim 
rought $90; Miss Lumley, $240, and Rambler, $95. 
In the books it was even muney against Blenheim 
nnd Miss Lumley, and five to one against Rambler.

THE INQUEST ON MRS. FEEST—TESTIMONY 
AGAINST MRS. SALLIE STORY. 

Coroner Newcombe, of Paterson, N. J., yes- 
terday continued the inquest on Mrs. Elizabeth 
Feest, who died at Little Falls a week ago froma 
dose ef strychnine administered by Mrs. Sallie 
Story. The examination of witnesses was con- 
ducted by Prosecutor Stevenson. Mrs. Susan Sisco 
testified that she witnessed Mrs. Feest’s dying ago- 
nies, and then examined what was left of the pow- 
der she had ,taken, and to her it was not like 
quinine. Dr. J. M. R. Gedney, who is a homeo- 
pathic physician, testified to having attended the 


deceased woman during her illness; she coughed 
up great quantities of froth; he did not perceive 
any indications of strychnine poisoning, but his 
attenticn was not directed to that subject at the 
time, as he supposed she was suffering trom mala- 
rial convulsions. Mrs. Christiana Kennedy swore 
that George Merriam told her last week 
that Mrs. Story had tried to poison 
him: Merriam had béen living with Mrs. Story, but 
they had just separated after a bitter quarrel, dur- 
ing which she struck him on the head with the 
edge of an axe. Mrs. Maria L. Duffey said under 
oath that after Mrs. Feest’s death she found a 
powder betweentwo books onthe bureau; she 
had seen the same package in Mrs. Story’s house; 
Mrs. Stery had poisoned a dog belonging to a Mrs. 
Dutfey, and, when the latter objected, said she had 
better not make such a fuss or she would poison 
her too. The most important witness during the 
day was Mrs. Mary Dougherty, who was evidently 
much interested in behalf of the acoused. She, 
with manifest reluctance, admitted that she was 
Mrs. Story's friend and confident. Mrs. Story did 
have some strychnine in the house, and had tried 
to get George Merriam to take a dose of it instead 
of quinine, which he wanted, but he knew the dif- 
ference between the two articies and would not 
take the poison; this Mrs. Story had told to wit- 
ness, explaining that George had acted so unmanly 
of late toward ber that she wanted to get rid of 
him, and declared that she intended to make away 
with him. Mrs. Story also told witmess that she 
had given some ofthe same powder to Mrs, Feest. 
After much pressing witness admitted that she had 
heard the accused also threaten to poison Mrs. 
Van Zile if the latter did not look out for herself. 
She knew of no other instance of Mrs Story having 
tried to poison anybody. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Van Zile testified that when Mrs. 
Feest’s little girl came and told her of her mother’s 
death she said: “Aunt Sallie has poisoned my 
mother, and she will poison you if you don’t look 
out, for I heard her threaten to poison you the first 
chance she got, three or four days ago.’’ When 
Mrs. Story poisoned witness's! dog, and witness 
found fauit, Mrs. Story replied: ‘'D you, | 
would just as quick poison you if I had the 
chance.” They had subsequently become quite 
good friends. She helped Mrs. Story to clean 
house last June, and finding a white powder, asked 
her what it was, to which she replied that it was 
strychnine. From her description of the package 
it appeared to have been the same as that given to 
Mrs. Feest. 

his closed the testimony for the day. when the 
inquest was adjourned until Monday. ‘two of 
Mrs. Feest’s children will then be examined. 
When tieir mother was dying they ran into Mrs. 
Story’s house to tell her, and before they said a 
word Aunt Sallie asked quickly, **Is your mother 
dead yet?” ‘ No,” they hw pf “Fas she taken 
the powder I gave her?” “They said ** Yes,”’ and 
she said no more. Prosecutor Stevenson gave an 
order yesterday afternoon to Conssable Smalley to 
have the body exhumed of Mis. Maud, who died 
eight years ago, and who it is now alleged was 
poisoned by Mrs. Story. 

Mrs. Story, who remains in jail, denies all the al- 
legations and rumors connecting her with any poi- 
soning episodes. As to the story that she poisoned 
her husband, she says she did not live with him for 
20 years before his death; that she knew nothing 
about him till one day her son casne into the house 
and told her ** Dad was dead@.”’ In regard to the 
charge that she tried to poison her daughter-in- 
law, Maggie Story, she says Maggie’s husband 
went West, and Maggie behaved badly in his ab- 
sence, and one day drank so much whisky that she 
was very ill, and then declared that her motker-in- 
law had tried to poison Ler. ‘That was the only 
foundation for the story. She insistee that she had 
always lived a good life, singing hymns with her 
daughter, and trying to make George Merriam do 
the same, but with no effect, as he was too worth- 
less to reform.

MRS. O'HARA’S WILL UPAEFLD. 

The late Mrs. Mary A. O’Hara, of 
Brooklyn, having been desirous of devoting 
the bulk of her estate to the promotion 
of religious, eduvational, and benevolent ob- 
jeets, and being apprised of the legal diffi- 
culties in the way of compassing these ends by ex- 


press provisions in her will, made an absolute and 
unconditional gift of her residuary estate to Dr, 
William H. Dudley, Dr. Alexander McCue, of Brook- 
lyn, and the Rev. RobertJ. McGuire. She also ieft a 
letter to those gentlemen, not, however, referred to 
in the will, in which she said she relied on them, 
immediately on her decease, to take such meas- 
ures as would be necessary to carry out her 
wishes, Tho letter then described the disposition 
she wished made of the property. The will was 
contested by her grandchildren, but was never- 
theless admitted to probate in Brooklyn, and then 
the grandchildren brought a suit in the Supreme 
Court in this City to set aside the residuary clause 
of the will. They claimed that the letter should 
be construed with the will, and that the whole 
formed part of one plan to accomplish an illegal 
purpose; that the devisees and legatees of the 
residuary estate take the same under unlawful 
and void trusts, and, therefore, so far as the resid- 
uary clause is concerned, it is a fraud on the heirs 
at law and next of kin. Judge Van Vorst, before 
whom the case came at Special Term, has deliv- 
ered an exhaustive opinion. in which he decides 
that the seeret and unlawful trust as alleged is not 
established, and that the residuary clause of the 
will is valid as a devise and bequest. The amount 
involved is between $100,000 and $200,000.

STUDYING THE HEALING ART. 
SESSIONS OF THE MEDICAL SCHOOLS BEGIN- 
NING—THE POST-GRADUATE COURSES. 
The preliminary Winter session of the Uni- 
versity Medical College was opened yesterday 
morning. This session lasts for one month, and its 
purpose is to give students a chance to become 
acquainted with their college duties and to pre- 
pare them for the Winter course. ‘The lectures de- 
livered at this session are allintroductory. A large 
number of applications have already been re- 
ceived from students intending to pursue the 
regular courses, Last year there were over 600 


in attendance at the lectures, and about 
as Many are expected this year. The regular ses- 
sion will be opened Oct. 4. During the Summer re- 
cess many improvements have been made in the 
building, and a new laboratory building has been 
erected. The latter is designed to give increased 
accommodation for chemical and_ pathological 
laboratories. It has a frontage of 30 feet and 1s 100 
feet deep and four stories high. In the main build- 
ing the dissecting room has been doubied in size, 
giving an area of over 5,000 square feet. For the 

ractice of medicine an extensive pathological 
aboratory is to be established with a ground plan 
occupying 25 by 90 feet. There is also to be an ad- 
ditional lecture-room seating 100 students, as well 
us a laboratory for the practical study of drugs. 
These improvements require an outlay of $30,000, 
— has been no change in the Faculty since last 
Spring. 

it Bellevue Hospital Medisal College the regular 
Fail session was begun yesterday with a class of 
250 students—about the same number as last year. 
Here there has also been a new _ pathological 
laboratory added to the college building, Itisa 
light, airy room, 50 by 20 feet. The Faculty re- 
mains the same as last year. No women or appli- 
cations from them have been received at either of 
the above colleges. 

At the College of Pharmacy, Nos. 209 and 211 
East Twenty-third-street, examinations for en- 
trance were being held yesterday. At this college 
alarger number of students than usual are ex- 
pected. Last year there were 341 names on the 
roll of membership. This year over 400 students 
are expected. There have been no changes in the 
Faculty, though it was stated at the Secretary's 
office that probably during the Winter one or two 
new Professors would be added to the corps of 
teachers. The Trustees of the college have bought 
the adjoining building No, 213 East Twenty-third- 
street, which is tobe fitted upas apharmaceutical 
laboratory. The building is four stories in height, 
and is valued at $25,000. Part of the rooms will be 
occupied by the New-York Veterinary College. 
The museum connected with the college has also 
been refitted, and many new specimens have been 
added. Among them are several valuable botan- 
ical papier-maché models from Paris. The regular 
session begins Monday, Sept. 25. There have been 
no special changes at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons on East Twenty-third-street. According 
to the applications already made, it is thought 
there will be as large a number of students as last 
year, when there were 547 present. 

Among the new medical schools of this year the 
most important will be the New-York Post-grad- 
uate Medical School. This school is the outgrowth 
of the quarrel between the Clinio Professors and 
the regular Faculty of the University Medical Col- 
lege last Spring. The school has been or- 
ganized with a large Faculty, and the 
lecture-rooms of the College of Pharmacy, 
which are used by that college only in 
the evening, have been secured for daily lectures. 
The regular Faculty is composed of the fol- 
lowing well-known physicians and surgeons: 
James L. Little, William A. Hammond, D. 
B. St. John Roosa, Clinton Wagner, Hen- 
ry G. Piffard, Frederic R. Sturgis, Montrose A. 
Pallen, Thomas E, Satterthwaite, Mrs. Mary Put- 
nam Jacobi, and Edward C. Spitzka. The follow- 
ing associate Professors and instructors will lec- 
ture during the year: William G. Morton, Herbert 
G. Lyttle, Edward T. Ely, William H. Porter, 
Whitfield Ward, 8S. M. Roberts. W. TT. Al- 
exander, Henry Hughes, Jvosiah Roberts, Sen- 
eca D. Powell, Graeme M. Hammond, 
John Nesbitt, C. A, Van Ramdohr, G. F. Whiting, 
S.S. Burt, J. Hilyard Tyndale, and N. E. Brill. 
Besides the lectures in the college building there 
will be hospital, dispensary, and laboratory instruc- 
tion by the assoclate Professors and instructors. 
The work of the school will be divided into 10 de- 
partments, with lecture courses of seven weeks. 
The fee for a full course of instruction in each de- 
partment will be $20. The school will open for 
the first lecture term on the 6th of November. It 
was stated at the office of the Secretary of the 
Faculty, Frederic R. Sturgis, that although the cir- 
culars concerning the school had only been issued 
three days there had been a large demand for 
them, and it was expected that the school would 
open witha full attendance. In establishing the 
school the Facuity are of the opinion that they are 
acting in accordance with the best interests of 
scientific medicine, and that the project will re- 
ceive the indorsement and support of the profes- 
sion in al! parts of the country. New-York was 
chosen because of the profuseness of material for 
study.

FUR MURDER. 
EDWARD HOVEYS DEFENSE IN THE CASE 
OF FANNIE VERMILYEA, 

Much interest was evinced yesterday in the 
trial £of Edward Hovey for murder in the first de- 
gree. The case was tried in Part II. of the Court 
of General Sessions, before City Judge CoWing. 
The facts of the murder were that about 6 o'clock 
on the evening of the 26th of April, Hovey, who 
had been stopping with his sister-in-law, Mrs. Fan 
nie Vermilvea, at No. 273 West Thirty-eighth- 
street, came in, and without a word drew a revolv- 
er and fired at Mrs. Vermilyea, the bal! taking ef- 
fect in her breast. The woman died afew hours 
afterward from the offect of the wound, Consid- 
erable time was occupied in getting a jury. The 
defenses was that the shooting was accidental. Mr. 
Fellows in opening the case said he expected to 
prove that Hovey and his wife were stopping 
witb Mrs. Vermilyea, aud were living on her char- 
ity, as they had no means, and that on the 25th of 
April Hovey was flourishing around the house a 
pistol which Mrs. Vermilyea took from him and 
locked up. This angered Hovey, and he declared 
that be would have revenge for the loss of tho 
weapon. He pawned acoat next day for $1 50 and 
purchased a revolver and cartridges with the 
money. Returning to the house where his sister-in- 
law lived be tired the fatal shot. The first witness 
was Deputy Coroner Waterman, who testified that 
death was caused by hemorrhage from a pistol-shot 
wound. Mrs. Elizabeth Hovey, the wife of the 
prisoner, was then callec as a witness, 
Mr. Kintzing submitted that her testimony 
could not be received on the ground that a 
wife could not be compelled to testify against her 
husband. Judge Cowing said he would adjourn 
the case until! to day, when he will hear argument 
on the point raised whether the law of 1876, which 
provides that a busband or wife could not be com- 
pelled to testify against each other, changed the 
rule of common law that neither one of a married 
couple could be allowed to give testimony against 
the other. The case was then adjourned until to- 
day. 
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TWO FOOLISH APPLE VENDORS. 

As two young men with voices that would be 
valuable ina Democratic convention were going 
through Seventeenth-street on Wednesday, fol- 
lowed by a lean horse dragging a wagon filled with 
apples, they shouted in the peculiarly touching 
style of the licensed vendor, *“ Here y’are, ap-pels, 


r’all ripe, fi’ cents a quart.” They attracted the 
attention of Mrs. Rodger's domestic, at Seventh- 
avenue, and as she proposed to purchase some of 
the fruit she displaved a porte-monnaie. One of the 
men snatched it from her hand, and both of the 
men jumped into the wagon and whipped up the 
horse. The speed of the steed was taxed to the 
uttermost, and the villains were swiftly followed 
by Mrs. Rodger’s domestic. The race was down 
Seventh-avonue, At Thirteenth-street the men 
sprang from the wagon and fled on foot. The 
horse and wagon were discovered by Officer George 
S. Wolff, and were taken to the West Twentieth- 
street Police station. ‘There Sergt. William Blair 
calmly considered thesituation. He beard what 
Mrs. Rodger’s domestic had to say, and then ex- 
amined the wagon. The number 1,654 was on the 
side of the vehicle, and it was learned that the 
license bearing that number was owned by Martin 
Geiger, of No. 447 East Thirteenth-street. Mr. Gei- 
ger was sent for, and he declared that he had 
hired his horse and wagon to two unknown 
men for $1 50 for the day. He assured Sergt. 
Blair that he knew nothing of the character of the 
men. After Mr. Geiger had fully established his 
claim to the horse and wagon the Sergeant permit- 
ted him to have them. Mr. Geiger thus seeured 
several bushels of apples without paying for them, 
The thieves bad paid him $1 50 forthe use of the 
horse and wagon, and the amount stolen by them 
trom Mrs. Rodger’s domestic was exactly that 
amount. 
THE BOARD BILL OF A COUNTESS. 

Maria de Pruschoff, who says she is a Rus- 
sian Countess, and lives at No. 2384 East One Hun- 
drea and Twentieth-street, was recently sued in 
the Marine Court by Mrs. Johanna Ducrenfeld, of 
No. 75 Bank-street, for $280 for board. The “ Coun- 


tess’ answered that she had no property except a 
painting by ‘* Murillo,’’ which she said was worth 
$150,000. Judgment was rendered against the 
Countess, and an order was granted that she be 
examined in supplementary proceedings. She 
failed to appear, and Judge McAdam issued an or- 
der for her arrest.

A CARGO OF OLD CANNONS. 

The Portuguese brig Mariana II., Capt. Lo- 
pez, which arrived from Fayal early last week, was 
discharging her cargo yesterday on Pier No. 28 
East River. This consisted entirely of old cannons 
which had rusted, probably for centuries, in the 


Portuguese fortifications of the Azore Islands. 
Some of the pieces were nearly 12 feet 
long. They varied in shape, some being short and 
thick while others were extremely long and thin. 
The mouths were filled with dirt, while the touch- 
holes of nearly all had been spiked or had become 
crowded up With iromrust, The rust on the can- 
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nons was very thick. The trunnions had been 
broken off from fully half of the pieces. G. Am- 
sinck & Co.,of No. 150 Pearl-street, the agents of 
the Mariana II., say that these cannons have been 
sent on here to be sold as old iron. They had not 
inquired particularly into the history of this cargo, 
but they thought that thecannons were originally 
gent out from Portugal to the Azores by the home 
Government perhaps centuries ago, and had been 
placed in the fortifications on the islands of Fayal 
and St. Michael. Here they bad rusted peacefully 
until they had become useless. 
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THE NORTHERN PACIFIC ROAD. 
NEW DIRECTORS ELECTED—PRESIDENT VIL- 
LARD’S REPORT OF A YEAR’S PROGRESS. 


The stockholders of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company held their annual meeting yes- 
terday and elected the following Directors for the 
ensuing year: Frederick Billings, Ashbel H. Bar- 
ney, John W. Ellis, Rosewell G. Rolston, Robert 
Harris, Thomas F. Oakes, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Henry Villard,and August Belmont, of New-York; 
J. L, Stackpole and Benjamin P. Cheney, of Bos- 
ton; John C. Bullitt and Henry E. Johnston, 
of Philadelphia. President Villard submit- 
ted his annual report, showing that the 


gross earnings for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1882, were $5,430,305 56; operating expenses, in- 
cluding rents and taxes, $3,572,840 61; net earnings, 
$1,857,465 05; ratio of expenses to earnings, 65.80; 
increase of net earnings over previous year, $888,- 
835 86; average number of miles operated, 797; in- 
crease in net earnings per mile, $884 34. The num- 
ber of passengers arriving and leaving at the east- 
ern termini, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth. and Su- 
pair City. was 106,886, an increase of 71,644. Dur- 
ng the year the ends of track were advanced 
from the east, 183 miles; from the west, 102 miles; 
total, 285 miles, leaving June 30, 1882, 572 miles to 
be built. This will be lessened by the close of 1882, 
presen, 300 miles, leaving 272 miles of track to 

© laid after Jan. 1, 1883. ‘The final connection of 
tracks is expected to be made during the season of 
1883, In addition to the work done on the main 
line 222 miles of track have been laid on branches in 
Minnesota, Dakota, and Washington. The great 
bridge across the Missouri River at Bismarck will 
be completed early in October. Work is well ad- 
vanced on the two important tunnels through the 
Rocky Mountains, one piercing the Belt Range near 
oe and the other the main divide near He- 
ena. 

The report speaks of the new sources of busi- 
ness opened by the advance of the road into Mon- 
tana, the heavy traffic in live stock from the graz- 
ing regions of that Territory, the influx of new 
settlers into the Yellowstone Valley :and into the 
new grain country of East Washington, and the 
development of the coal-field near Puget Sound, 
furnishing increased tonnage to the company’s line 
from Carbonado and Wilkeson to tide-water at 
Tacoma. ‘The financial statement shows that the 
cash on hand at the beginning of the fiscal year 
was $11,567,944 33; receipts from sales of bonds 
and preferred stock, $4,652,086 65; expenditures for 
construction, $21,577,995 24. The expenditures for 
construction were largely in excess of the resources 
of the company from net earnings and the pro- 
ceeds of bonds reeeived from the syndicate, but, 
thanks to the assistance of the syndicate and the 
Oregon and Transcontinental Company, it was 
always prepared to meet all demands without ever 
borrowing in the open market. The land depart- 
ment of the road sold 465,208 acres of land during 
the year for $1,709,338, the average price being $3 60 
per acre. A large portion of the report is devoted 
to a discussion of the remarkable growth of the 
new North-western regions tributary to the road, 
and to the presentation of fresh statistics bearing 
upon the subject. Gains in population in the cities, 
towns, and counties along the road of from 50 to 
200 per cent. are shown to have taken place since 
the census of 1880, 

In regard to the Northern Pacific land grant the 
report argues that the action of the House of Rep- 
resentatives at the last session of Congress in lay- 
ing on the table both the majority and minority 
reports of the Judiciary Committee, and in refus- 
ing to place on the calendar a resolution declaring 
a portion of the grant forfeited, disposed of the 
whole matter, and as favorably to the company as 
if the adverse resolution had been received, con- 
sidered, and rejected by the House. It was, in 
effect, a decision of the House of Representatives 
that it will take no steps to declare forfeited the 
lands of the company. Furthermore, Congress at 
its Jast session gave express legislative recognition 
of the company’s unimpaired chartered rights. 
This it did by the passage of an act approved July 
10, 1882, accepting and ratifying a treaty made with 
the Crow Indians for the right of way through 
their reservation, for the use of this company, for 
the construction of the road.

EXPLAINING A HOLE IN A RUDDER. 

From the Montreal (Canada) Witness, Sept. 18. 
Arather singular occurrence has been dis- 
covered by the officers of the steam-ship Carmona 
now in port. It appears that lately, while the ves- 


sel was pitching ina — daylight became 
visible in the tron rudder, between the screw and 
outside rudder frame, Closer inspection revealed 
the fact that a very large hole had been eaten into 
the rudder nearly 4 feet by 3in dimensions. Not- 
withstanding this, she steered fairly and arrived 
without any drawback. On arriving here repairs 
were ordered, and the rudder will be in good 
order for the outward voyage. The only solution 
of the problem what caused the hole in the rudder 
is given by a gentleman who knows his way about 
a ship very thoroughly. He believes it due to the 
galvanic action of a large brass nut at the end of 
the propeller shaft. This having disintegrated the 
iron of the rudder, the action of the water washed 
away the iron piecemeal, until at length the large 
and dangerous hole was noticed. This is another 
of the difficulties iron ships have to overcome.
